(a) one seasonal dwelling per lot; and 

(b) uses, buildings and structures accessory to a seasonal dwelling. 

(2) No building or structure shall be located within 15 metres from the regulatory water level.

5. (1) This section applies to that parcel of land south of the geographic unorganized Township of Ames, in the Territorial 
District of Thunder Bay, being Block 13 on Plan M-395. 
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(2) Despite section 4, every use of land, including overnight camping and public access, and every erection, location or

(a) air ambulance landing use;

1. In this Order, 


“annexed area” means the area comprised of the lands described in 
the Schedule to this Order; 


“City” means The Corporation of the City of Stratford; 

“County” means The Corporation of the County of Perth; and 

“Township” means The Corporation of the Township of Perth South. 
ANNEXATION 


2. (1) On January 1, 2006, the portion of the Township described in the 
Schedule is annexed to the City. 


(2) All real property including any highway, street fixture, waterline, 
easement and restrictive covenant running with the land of the 
Township located in the annexed area vests in the City on 
January 1, 2006. 


(3) Assets and liabilities of the Township or the County that are 
located in the annexed area remain the assets or liabilities of the 
Township or the County, as the case may be. 


(4) Despite subsection (2), any litigation commenced prior to 
January 1, 2006, with respect to the annexed area remains the 
obligation of the Township or the County, as the case may be. 


TAXES, ELC 


3. (1) All real property taxes under any general or special Act levied 
and uncollected in the annexed area which are due and unpaid on 
December 31, 2005, shall be deemed on January 1, 2006, to be 
taxes, charges and rates due and payable to the City and shall be 
collected by the City. 


(2) The clerk of the Township shall prepare and furnish forthwith 
after January 1, 2006, to the clerk of the City a special collector’s 
roll showing all arrears of real property taxes or special rates and 
charges assessed against the land in the annexed area up to and 
including December 31, 2005, and the persons assessed for them. 


(3) On the first day of the month following the month in which the 
real property taxes or special rates are collected under subsection 
(1), the City shall pay to the Township an amount equal to the 
amount collected by the City. 


(4) If the Township has commenced procedures under the Municipal 
Tax Sales Act or under Part XI of the Municipal Act, 2001 for the 
annexed area and the procedures are not completed by January 1, 
2006, the City may continue the procedures. 


ASSESSMENT 


4. For the purposes of the assessment roll to be prepared for the City 
under the Assessment Act for the 2006 taxation year, the annexed 
area shall be deemed to be part of the City and the annexed area shall 
be assessed on the same basis that the assessment roll for the City is 
prepared. 


BY-LAWS 


5. (1) On January 1, 2006, the by-laws of the City extend to the 
annexed area and the by-laws of the Township cease to apply to 
such area except, 


(a) by-laws of the Township, 


(i) that were passed under section 34 or 41 of the Planning 
Act or a predecessor of those sections; and 


(ii) that were passed under the Highway Traffic Act or the 
Municipal Act, 2001 or a predecessor of those Acts that 
regulate the use of highways by vehicles and pedestrians 
and that regulate the encroachment or projection of 
buildings or any portion thereof upon or over highways, 


which shall remain in force until amended or repealed by 
the council of the City; 


(b) by-laws of the Township passed under sections 45, 58 or 61 
of the Drainage Act or a predecessor of those sections; 


(c) by-laws of the Township passed under section 10 of the 
Weed Control Act; and 


(d) by-laws conferring rights, privileges, franchises, immunities 
or exemptions that could not have been lawfully repealed by 
the council of the Township. 
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(2) The official plan of the County, as it applics to the annexed area, 
and approved under the Planning Act or a predecessor of that 
Act, becomes an official plan of the City and shall remain in 
force until amended or repealed. 


(3) If the Township has commenced procedures to enact a by-law 
under any Act or the County has commenced procedures to adopt 
an official plan or an amendment thereto under the Planning Act, 
and that by-law, official plan or amendment applics to the 
annexed area and is not in force on January 1, 2006, the council 
of the City may continue the procedures to enact the by-law or 
adopt the official plan or amendment to the extent that it applics 
to the annexed area. 


DISPUTE RESOLUTION 


6. (1) If a dispute arises with respect to any issue arising out of the 
interpretation of this Order, any of the former municipalitics may 
refer the matter in dispute for resolution through mediation. The 
choice of mediator shall be agreed to by all parties. 


(2) If the dispute is not resolved through mediation, then the matter 
may be referred to arbitration, to be conducted in accordance 
with the provisions of the Arbitration Act, 1991, except as 
provided herein. 


(3) Where a dispute is referred to arbitration under subsection (2), 
the decision of the arbitrator shall be final. 


(4) If two municipalities that are subject to this Order are parties to 
the mediation under subsection (1) or the arbitration under 
subsection (2), the costs associated with the mediation or 
arbitration proceedings shall be shared equally between the two 
municipalitics. 


(5) If the three municipalities that are subject to this Order are 
parties to the mediation under subsection (1) or the arbitration 
under subsection (2), the costs associated with the mediation or 
arbitration procecdings shall be shared one half by the City and 
the remaining half equally between the Township and _ the 
County.

Introduction

THE ONTARIO GAZETTE/LA GAZETTE DE L’ONTARIO 


This Guideline is issued pursuant to Section 268.3 of the Insurance 
Act for the purposes of the Statutory Accident Benefits Schedule 
(SABS). 


This Guideline is effective for new Treatment Confirmation Forms 
submitted by an initiating health practitioner on or after March 1, 2006, 
and replaces Pre-approved Framework Guideline for Whiplash 
Associated Disorder Grade I Injuries With or Without Complaint of 
Back Symptoms Superintendent’s Guideline No. 06/03, September 
2003. The changes from the previous Guideline have been made to 
reflect the elimination of the Designated Assesssment Centre system, 
effective March 1, 2006. 


This Guideline is intended to sect out what goods and services may be 
provided without insurer approval to an insured person described 
below who has sustained a Whiplash Associated Disorder Grade | as 
described below, with or without back pain, and the cost of such 
services payable by the insured person’s insurer. 


This Guideline reflects a consensus between regulated health 
professionals and insurers and will be subject to review and revision 
as required over time. 


Impairments that come within this Guideline 


Subject to the exceptions listed in Section 3, below, an insured 
person’s impairment comes within this Guideline if, after being 
assessed within 21 days of the accident, the insured person is 
determined to have an injury that: 


(a) resulted from an acceleration-deceleration mechanism of energy 
transfer to the neck, presents as a complaint of neck pain, 
stiffness, or tenderness only, with no physical signs, and 
therefore meets the criteria for “Whiplash Associated Disorder 
Grade I’ (also known as “WAD I”) set out in the Société de 
V’assurance automobile du Québec’s Task Force Report titled 
Redefining “Whiplash” and its Management, published in the 
April 15,1995 edition of Spine, and/or a complex of common 
symptoms associated with whiplash; 


(b) may include a complaint of non-radicular back pain associated 
with the WAD |; and 


(c) is of sufficient severity that it requires the physical treatment 
interventions provided under this Guideline. 


An insured person who has sustained an impairment covered by 
this Guideline may exhibit other common symptoms including: 
shoulder pain; referred arm pain (not from radiculopathy); 
dizziness; tinnitus; headache; difficulties with hearing and 
memory acuity; dysphagia; and temporomandibular joint pain. 
These additional symptoms would not exclude an impairment 
from this Guideline unless they require separate treatment from 
that provided under this Guideline. 


Impairments that do not come within this Guideline 


An insured person’s impairment does not come within this Guideline 
if: 


(a) the insured person’s impairment comes within the WAD II Pre- 
approved Framework Guideline; or 


(b) despite being assessed within 21 days of the injury as having an 
injury described in Section 2, there are specific pre-existing 
occupational, functional or medical circumstances of the insured 
person that: 


i. significantly distinguish the insured person’s needs from the 
needs of other persons with similar impairments that come 
within this Guideline; and 


ii. constitute compelling reasons why other proposed goods or 
services are preferable to those provided for under this 
Guideline. 
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Role of the initiating health practitioner 
The initiating health practitioner: 


(a) is a health practitioner as defined by the SABS who is authorized 
by law to treat the injury and has the ability to deliver all the 
goods and services provided for in this Guideline; 


(b) initiates treatment by submitting a Treatment Confirmation Form; 
(c) provides a significant portion of the goods and services; 


(d) may co-ordinate the provision of any goods and services covered 
by this Guideline and provided to the insured person by another 
regulated health professional, or directly supervise the provision 
of any additional goods and services to the insured person by an 
unregulated health provider, where such treatment is needed by 
the insured person and is provided under this Guideline; 


(c) shall have overall accountability for: 


i. assessing the need for and implementing goods and services 
such that the treatment elements in this Guideline are 
addressed as required and appropriate; 


il. ensuring the use of the most appropriate provider(s); 


iii. documenting, communicating and billing as required by the 
Guideline; 


iv. reporting outcomes to the insured person and insurer when 
treatment is inappropriate or ceases; 


Vv. participating in monitoring the effectiveness of the Guideline 
by fully completing the forms required by this Guideline; and 


(f) determines the presence of any barriers which might delay 
recovery. 


Providers covered by this Guideline 


The initiating health practitioner may include treatment by other 
providers in the Treatment Confirmation Form. This Guideline covers 
treatment by the initiating health practitioner and other providers, 
including unregulated providers where the treatment is directly 
supervised by a regulated health professional and is not a controlled act 
as defined by the Regulated Health Professions Act, 1991. 


Switching initiating health practitioners 


If for any reason, an insured person receiving treatment under this 
Guideline wishes to change his or her initiating health practitioner, 
the insured person and the new practitioner must inform the insurer 
through submission of a new Treatment Confirmation Form. In the 
new Treatment Confirmation Form, the insured person will give 
consent for the insurer to contact the original initiating health 
practitioner to determine what goods and services referred to in the 
original Treatment Confirmation Form have not been provided and 
the insurer will then fill in this amount in Part 9 of the Form. 


Treatment covered by this Guideline 


There will typically be one Treatment Confirmation Form which will 
be prepared by the initiating health practitioner. 


Treatment commences with the first assessment of the insured 
person by the initiating health practitioner. 


Treatment will have a duration of up to 28 days. 


Regulated health professionals are expected to assess the insured 
person, develop a plan of treatment and provide up to 9 
monitoring/treatment sessions for insured persons covered by this 
Guideline. 


The focus of the Guideline is on maintaining normal activities and 
reducing the risk of chronicity. 


From the outset, the insured person will be encouraged to maintain 
normal activities. The emphasis in the first week will be on 
assessment, education, reassurance, and pain control. Throughout 
treatment, emphasis will be put on the insured person’s being in 
charge of his or her recovery and on carrying on with normal 
activities. The frequency of provider interventions will diminish as 
the insured person progresses. 


If prescription medication is needed, a referral to a physician or 
nurse practitioner is necessary. Regulated health professionals may 
provide general information on the use of over-the-counter 
medications, but insured persons should be encouraged to consult a 
physician, nurse practitioner, or pharmacist on the specific use of 
these medications. 


The course of treatment may involve the following: reassurance, 
pain control, mobilization/manipulation, education, and activation 
(normal daily activities and active exercise). 


Education materials titled Getting the Facts About Whiplash, 
developed by regulated health professionals and the insurance 
industry, will be provided by the initiating health practitioner to all 
insured persons covered by this Guideline. This material may be 
found in Appendix D. 


The importance of positive messaging is recognized, and it is 
therefore expected that, at the initial visit and assessment and at 
subsequent visits, the insured person will be provided with: 


¢ education regarding “hurt does not equal harm;” and 


* reassurance that most people with WAD I and associated 
complaints of back symptoms recover within the first few weeks 
following the injury. 


Not all individuals with WAD I will require any or all of the goods 
and services included within this Guideline. The provider is 
responsible for determining the need for goods and services and 
whether the prescribed goods and services are producing significant 
progress toward recovery and should be continued under the 
Guideline. If the insured person has recovered before the completion 
of the treatment outlined in this Guideline, the insured person should 
be discharged from treatment. 


Supplementary goods and/or services 


Without prior insurer approval, the initiating health practitioner may 
provide supplementary goods and/or services where they are needed 
for the management of one or more minor soft tissue injury/ics 
which: 


(a) resulted from the same accident as the WAD I and requires 
treatment; 


(b) is/are unrelated to the WAD I with or without back pain and its 
common symptoms; 


(c) is/are not of sufficient severity to exclude the insured person’s 
impairment from this Guideline; and 


(d) can be fully treated by the provider within the time frame of this 
Guideline. 


The impairment addressed and the services and/or goods must be 
specified on the Treatment Confirmation Form and the maximum 
total cost payable by the insurer for the goods and services provided 
under this section is $120. 


Treatment deemed insufficient or inappropriate 


If the initiating health practitioner determines that the treatment 
under this Guideline is no longer appropriate or sufficient for the 
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insured person because the insured person is not making sufficient 
progress towards recovery, the initiating health practitioner will 
advise the insurer and the insured person (using the WAD I/WAD II 
PAF Discharge & Status Report form). The initiating health 
practitioner’s options then are as follows: 


(a) submit a Treatment Plan; 


(b) submit a Treatment Plan and make a referral to the insured 
person’s physician or another regulated health professional; or 


(c) make a referral to the insured person’s physician or other health 
care professional. 


While treatment/referral decisions are being considered, the initiating 
health practitioner may: 


(d) stop the treatment where it is not appropriate (or no longer 
needed); or 


(ec) continue treatment until a decision is reached on the action 
recommended by the initiating health practitioner or until the end 
of the treatment covered by this Guideline. 


The SABS provides that an insurer may reject a Treatment Plan that 
provides for goods and services to be received during any period in 
which the insured person is receiving goods and services under this 
Guideline and the insurer’s determination is not subject to dispute. 


However, the SABS also provides that nothing prevents an insured 
person, while receiving goods and services under this Guideline, 
from submitting a Treatment Plan applicable to a period other than 
the period covered by this Guideline. If the insurer does not approve 
the Treatment Plan within the time period prescribed in the SABS, 
the insurer will have to notify the insured person that it requires an 
insurer examination. 


Completing the treatment under this Guideline 


Upon completion of treatment, the initiating health practitioner will 
prepare a final report which will indicate the insured person’s 
outcomes from treatment. 


If an insured person elects to end treatment under this Guideline, the 
insured person may only resume treatment at a later date if this will 
not extend the overall duration and expenditure limits of the 
Guideline. 


When an insured person is receiving treatment under the Guideline, 
the termination options are: 


i. Resolved and discharged within 4 weeks (WAD I/WAD II PAF 
Discharge & Status Report form completed by initiating health 
practitioner); 


ii. Condition improving, but improvement is insufficient at the end 
of the treatment (further or other treatment beyond the Guideline 
is dependent upon the Treatment Plan application and approval 
process of the SABS); 


il. Not resolving (decision made as soon as possible) and the 
initiating health practitioner completes the WAD I/WAD II PAF 
Discharge & Status Report form and discharges insured person; 


iv. Insured person unreasonably fails to participate in treatment. 
This may be inferred from the insured person’s non-attendance at 
2 consecutive appointments or 4 appointments overall without a 
reasonable explanation. Provider required to complete WAD 
I/WAD II PAF Discharge & Status Report form; or 


v. Insured person withdraws consent. 


11. Reporting requirement for initiating health practitioners 


The initiating health practitioner is expected to establish clinical 
outcome goals for the insured person receiving treatment under this 
Guideline that are consistent with the goals of return to normal 
activitics in the carly stages of recovery and reducing the risk of 
chronicity. Throughout the course of treatment the initiating health 
practitioner is expected to use appropriate measures/indicators to 
evaluate progress towards achievement of these goals. 


For the purposes of documenting the impact of the Guidelines on an 
insured person whose impairment comes within this Guideline and 
contributing to the overall evaluation of the Guideline, the initiating 
health practitioner must complete the WAD I/WAD II PAF 
Discharge & Status Report form. 


12. Provider reimbursement 


An initiating health practitioner who provides a good and/or service 
to an insured person in accordance with the Guideline must submit a 
Treatment Confirmation Form not later than 5 business days after 
first secing the insured person. 


The SABS provides that the insurer must confirm to the initiating 
health practitioner no later than 5 business days after receiving the 
Treatment Confirmation Form, that the auto insurance policy 
referenced to in the Treatment Confirmation Form was in force on 
the date of the accident. Payment to the initiating health practitioner 
may be denied due to coverage issues or exclusions set out in the 
SABS. 


The insurer’s payment will follow receipt of a completed Treatment 
Confirmation Form, Application for Accident Benefits and Auto 
Insurance Standard Invoice, Version C. The insurer is not obliged to 
make payment until after the insurer has received an Application for 
Accident Benefits. 


In the case of the final invoice, the insurer’s payment will follow 
receipt of a WADI/WAD II PAF Discharge & Status Report and 
Auto Insurance Standard Invoice, Version C. 


13. Content of appendices 
Appendix A sets out the payment schedule in chart form. 


Appendix B sets out an overview of the expected course of treatment 
for an insured person whose impairment comes within this 
Guideline. Providers will individualize these treatment directives for 
the needs of cach insured person. 


Appendix C sets out what goods/services an insurer is not obliged to 
fund pursuant to this Guideline for an insured person whose 
impairment comes within this Guideline. 


Appendix D contains the educational brochure titled Getting the 
Facts About Whiplash.

Appendix C - Goods and services not covered in the Guideline 


An insurer is not obliged to pay pursuant to this Guideline for the 
following goods/services rendered to an insured person with an 
impairment that comes within this Guideline: 


. Cervical pillows; 

° Advice supporting inactivity or bedrest; 

. Injections of anesthetics, stenle water or steroids to the neck; 
. Soft collar; 

° Spray and stretch; and 

° Magnetic necklaces. 


Appendix D - Getting the Facts about Whiplash 
Getting the facts about Whiplash: Grades I and II 


People injured in car accidents sometimes experience a strain of the 
neck muscles and surrounding soft tissue, known commonly as 
whiplash. This injury often occurs when a vehicle is hit from the rear 
or the side, causing a sharp and sudden movement of the head and 
neck. Whiplash may result in tender muscles (Grade I) or limited neck 
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movement (Grade II). This type of injury is usually temporary and 
most people who expericnce it make a complete recovery. If you have 
suffered a whiplash injury, knowing more about the condition can help 
you participate in your own recovery. This brochure summarizes 
current scientific research related to Grade I and II whiplash injuries. 


Understanding Whiplash 


° Most whiplash injuries are not serious and heal fully. 

. Signs of serious neck injury, such as fracture, are usually evident 
in early assessments. Health care professionals trained to treat 
whiplash are alert for these signs. 

° Pain, stiffness and other symptoms of Grades I or I whiplash 
typically start within the first 2 days after the accident. A later 
onset of symptoms does not indicate a more serious injury. 

° Many people experience no disruption to their normal activities 
after a whiplash injury. Those who do usually improve after a few 
days or weeks and return safely to their daily activities. 

° Just as the soreness and stiffness of a sprained ankle may linger, a 
neck strain can also feel achy, stiff or tender for days or wecks. 
While some patients get better quickly, symptoms can persist over 
a longer period of time. For most cases of Grades | and II 
whiplash, these symptoms gradually decrease with a return to 
activity. 


Daily Activity and Whiplash 


° Continuing normal activities is very important to recovery. 

° Resting for more than a day or two usually does not help the injury 
and may instead prolong pain and disability. For whiplash injuries, 
it appears that “rest makes rusty.” 


. Injured muscles can get stiff and weak when they’re not used. 
This can add to pain and can delay recovery. 

° A return to normal activity may be assisted by active treatment and 
exercises. 

C Cervical collars, or “neck braces,” prevent motion and may add to 


stiffness and pain. These devices are generally not recommended, 
as they have shown little or no benefit. 

° Returning to activity maintains the health of soft-tissues and keeps 
them flexible - speeding recovery. Physical exercise also releases 
body chemicals that help to reduce pain in a natural way. 

° To prevent development of chronic pain, it is important to start 
moving as soon as possible. 


Tips For Return To Activity 


° Avoid sitting in one position for long periods. 

° Periodically stand and stretch. 

. Sit at your workstation so that the upper part of your arm rests 
close to your body, and your back and fect are well supported. 

° Adjust the seat when driving so that your elbows and knees are 
loosely bent. 

° When shopping or carrying items, use a cart or hold things close to 
the body for support. 

° Avoid contact sports or strenuous exercise for the first few weeks 
to prevent further injury. Ask your health professional about other 
sporting or recreational activities. 

° Make your sleeping bed comfortable. The pillow should be 
adjusted to support the neck at a comfortable height. 


Treating Whiplash 

° Research indicates that successful whiplash treatment requires 
patient cooperation and active efforts to resume daily activity 

° A treating health care professional will assess your whiplash 
injuries, and discuss options for treatment and control of pain. 

. Although prescription medications are usually unnecessary, 


temporary use of mild over-the-counter medication may be 
suggested, in addition to ice or heat. 

° Your treating health care professional may recommend appropriate 
physical treatment. 


Avoiding Chronic Pain 


° Some whiplash sufferers are reluctant to return to activity, fearing 
it will make the injury worse. Pain or tenderness may cause them 
to overestimate the extent of physical damage. 

° If your health professional suggests a return to activity, accept the 
advice and act on it. 

. Stay connected with family, friends and co-workers. Social 
withdrawal can contribute to depression and the development of 
chronic pain. 

. If you are discouraged or depressed about your recovery, talk to 
your health professional. 

° Focus on getting on with your life, rather than on the injury! 


Preventing Another Whiplash Injury 


° Properly adjusting the height of your car scat head restraint (head 
rest) will help prevent whiplash injury in an accident. In an ideal 
adjustment, the top of the head should be in line with the top of the 
head restraint and there should be no more than 2 to 5 cm between 
the back of the head and the head restraint. 


It 
does not replace advice from a qualified health care professional who 
can properly assess a whiplash injury and recommend treatment.

Traitement jugé insuffisant ou inadéquat 


Si le professionnel de la santé responsable du dossier détermine 
qu’aux termes des lignes directrices, le traitement n’est plus adéquat 
ou est insuffisant pour la personne assurée parce qu’ils ne lui 
permettent pas de se rétablir, il en aviscra l’assurcur et la personne 
assurée (en utilisant le formulaire de Rapport de congé et rapport de 
situation des entorses cervicales de stade | et II). Voici les options 
qui s’offrent au professionnel de la santé: 


(a) présenter au Plan de traitement; 


(b) ou présenter un Plan de traitement ct, avec l’approbation de

L’entorse cervicale : les faits - stade I et I] 


Les personnes blessées lors d’accidents automobiles souffrent parfois 
d’une tension aux muscles du cou ect aux tissus mous environnants, 
désignée communément comme une entorse cervicale. Cette blessure est 
fréquente lorsqu’un vchicule cst percuté a l’arri¢re ou de cété, ce qui 
crcée un mouvement brusque et important de la téte et du cou. L’entorse 
cervicale peut provoquer une sensibilité des muscles (stade I) ou une 
limitation des mouvements du cou (stade II). Ce type de blessure est 
gcncralement temporaire ct la plupart des gens qui en souffrent 
connaissent un rétablissement complet. Si vous avez souffert d’une 
entorse cervicale, le fait d’en savoir plus sur cet état peut vous aider a 
vous impliquer dans votre propre rétablissement. Ce dépliant résume le 
fruit des recherches scientifiques actuclles sur les entorses cervicales de 
stade | et II. 


Pour comprendre l’entorse cervicale 


° La plupart des entorses cervicales ne sont pas des blessures graves 
et gucrissent complétement. 
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° Les signes d’une blessure cervicale grave, comme une fracture, 
sont généralement évidents lors des premi¢res évaluations. Les 
professionnels de la santé qui ont été formés pour traiter les 
entorses cervicales sont attentifs a ces signes. 

° La douleur, la raideur et d’autres symptomes d’entorse cervicale de 
stade I ou II apparaissent en général en 2 jours suivant le moment 
de l’accident. Une apparition plus tardive des symptémes n’est pas 
un signe de blessure plus grave. 

° De nombreuses personnes souffrant d’entorse cervicale continuent 
leurs activités habituclles sans probleme. Celles qui ont des 
problémes connaissent généralement une amélioration apres 
quelques jours ou quelques semaines et reprennent sans danger 
leurs activités quotidiennes. 

. Tout comme la douleur ct la raideur d ‘une entorse a la cheville 
peuvent persister, une entorse cervicale peut aussi laisser une 
douleur, une raidcur ou une sensibilité pendant plusicurs jours ou 
plusieurs semaines. Bien que certains patients connaissent une 
guérison rapide, les sympt6mes peuvent persister pendant une 
longue période de temps. Dans la plupart des cas d’entorse 
cervicale de stade I et Il, ces symptémes diminuent graduellement 
avec le retour a l’activité normale. 


L’entorse cervicale et les activités quotidiennes 


° Le fait de poursuivre une activité normale est trés important pour 
le rétablissement. 

. Un repos prolongé pendant plus d ‘un jour ou deux ne contribue 
gcnéralement pas a la guérison et peut méme prolonger la doulcur 
et l’invalidité. Pour les entorses cervicales, il semblerait que « le 
repos fait rouiller ». 

° Les muscles blessés peuvent devenir raides ct faibles lorsqu’ils ne 
sont pas utilisés. Ceci peut augmenter la douleur et retarder le 
rétablissement. 

° Un retour aux activités habituelles peut étre facilité par un 
traitement actif et des exercices. 

° Les collets cervicaux ou « supports cervicaux » empéchent le 
mouvement et peuvent augmenter la raideur et la douleur. Ces 
appareils ne sont généralement pas recommandeés puisqu’ils n’ont 
fait preuve que de peu ou pas d’efficacité. 

° Le retour a l’activité conserve la santé des tissus mous et maintient 
leur flexibilité, ce qui accélére le rétablissement. L’exercice 
physique libére également des agents chimiques du corps qui 
aident a réduire la douleur d ‘une fagon naturelle. 

° Afin de prévenir le développement de douleurs chroniques, il est 
important de commencer a bouger dés que possible. 


Conseils pour le retour a l’activité 


° Evitez de demeurer en position assise pendant des périodes 
prolongées sans changer de position. 

° Levez-vous et étirez-vous périodiquement. 

: A votre poste de travail, assoyez-vous de maniére a ce que la partie 
supérieure de vos bras soit prés de votre corps et votre dos et vos 
pieds soient bien soutenus. 

° Ajustez le si¢ge de votre voiture lorsque vous conduisez, de 
maniére a ce que vos genoux et vos coudes soient légérement pliés. 

° Lorsque vous faites des emplettes ou lorsque vous transportez des 
objets, utilisez un chariot ou tenez les objets prés de votre corps 
pour un meilleur soutien. 

. Pendant les premicres semaines, évitez les sports de contact ou les 
exercices vigoureux afin d’éviter de vous blesser a nouveau. 
Demandez a votre professionnel de la santé de vous conseiller 
d’autres activités sportives ou récréatives. 

2 Assurez-vous que le lit sur Iequel vous dormez est confortable. 
L’oreiller doit étre ajusté de manié¢re a soutenir le cou a une 
hauteur confortable. 


Traitement des entorses cervicales 


° Les études indiquent qu’un traitement efficace des entorses 
cervicales nécessite la coopération du patient et des efforts actifs 
de retour aux activités quotidiennes. 

. Un professionnel de la santé en charge de votre traitement évaluera 
votre blessure et discutera avec vous des possibilités de traitement 
et de gestion de la douleur. 


Bien qu’en général aucun médicament sous ordonnance n’est 
nécessaire, l’usage provisoire de médicaments légers disponibles 
en vente libre peut vous étre suggéré en plus d’un traitement a la 
glace ou a la chaleur. 

Le professionnel de la santé en charge de votre traitement peut 
recommander un traitement de physiothérapie appropric¢. 


Pour éviter les douleurs chroniques 


Certaines personnes atteintes d’une entorse cervicale hésitent a 
reprendre leurs activités, craignant que l'état de la blessure 
n’empire.

Introduction 


This Guideline is issued pursuant to Section 268.3 of the /nsurance 
Act for the purposes of the Statutory Accident Benefits Schedule 
(SABS). 


This Guideline is effective for new Treatment Confirmation Forms 
submitted by an initiating health practitioner on or after March 1, 
2006, and replaces Pre-approved Framework Guideline for Whiplash 
Associated Disorder Grade II Injurics With or Without Complaint of 
Back Symptoms Superintendent’s Guideline No.07/03, July 2003. 
The changes from the previous Guideline have been made to reflect 
the elimination of the Designated Assesssment Centre system, 
effective March 1, 2006. 
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This Guideline is intended to set out what goods and services may be 
provided without insurer approval to an insured person who has 
sustained a Whiplash Associated Disorder Grade II as described 
below, with or without back pain, and the cost of such services 
payable by the insured person’s insurer. 


This Guideline reflects a consensus between regulated health 
professionals and insurers and will be subject to review and revision 
as required over time. 


Impairments that come within this Guideline 


Subject to the exceptions listed in Section 3, below, an insured 
person’s impairment comes within this Guideline if, after being 
assessed within 28 days of the accident, the insured person is 
determined to have sustained an injury that: 


(a) resulted from an acceleration-deceleration mechanism of energy 
transfer to the neck, presents as a complaint of neck pain, 
stiffness, or tenderness, and musculoskeletal sign(s), including 
decreased range of motion and point tenderness, and therefore 
meets the criteria for “Whiplash Associated Disorder Grade II” 
(also known as “WAD IT’) set out in the Société de l’assurance 
automobile du Québec’s Task Force Report titled Redefining 
“Whiplash” and its Management, published in the April 15, 
1995 edition of Spine; 


(b) may include a complaint of non-radicular back symptoms 
associated with the WAD II; and 


(c) is of sufficient severity that it requires the physical treatment 
interventions provided under this Guideline. 


An insured person who has sustained an impairment covered by this 
Guideline may also exhibit other common symptoms including: 
shoulder pain; referred arm pain (not from radiculopathy); dizziness; 
tinnitus; headache; difficulties with hearing and memory acuity; 
dysphagia; and temporomandibular joint pain. These additional 
symptoms would not exclude an impairment from this Guideline 
unless they require separate treatment from that provided under this 
Guideline. 


Impairments that do not come within this Guideline 

An insured person’s impairment does not come within this Guideline 
if: 

(a) The insured person’s impairment comes within the WAD I Pre- 


approved Framework Guideline; or 


(b) despite being assessed within 28 days of the injury as having an 
injury described in Section 2, there are specific pre-existing 
occupational, functional or medical circumstances of the insured 
person that: 


i. significantly distinguish the insured person’s needs from the 
needs of other persons with similar impairments that come 
within this Guideline; and 

li. constitute compelling reasons why other proposed goods or 
services are preferable to those provided for under this 
Guideline. 

Responsibilities of the initiating health practitioner 

The initiating health practitioner: 

(a) is a health practitioner as defined by the SABS who is authorized 
by law to treat the injury and has the ability to deliver all the 


goods/services provided for in this Guideline; 


(b) initiates treatment by submitting a Treatment Confirmation 
Form; 


(c) provides a significant portion of the goods and services; 


(d) may co-ordinate the provision of any goods and services covered 
by this Guideline and provided to the insured person by another 
regulated health professional, or directly supervise the provision 
of any additional goods and services to the insured person by an 
unregulated provider, where such treatment is needed by the 
insured person and is provided under this Guideline; 


(e) shall have overall accountability for: 


i. assessing the need for and implementing goods and services 
such that the treatment elements in this Guideline are 
addressed as required and appropriate; 


lil. ensuring the use of the most appropriate provider(s); 


iii. documenting, communicating and billing as required by the 
Guideline; 


iv. reporting outcomes to the insured person and insurer when 
treatment is inappropriate or ceases; 


y. participating in monitoring the effectiveness of the Guideline 
by fully completing the forms required by this Guideline; and 


(f) determines the presence of any barriers which might delay 
recovery. 


Providers covered by this Guideline 


The initiating health practitioner may include treatment by other 
providers in the Treatment Confirmation Form. This Guideline covers 
treatment by the initiating health practitioner and other providers, 
including unregulated providers where the treatment is directly 
supervised by a regulated health professional and is not a controlled act 
as defined by the Regulated Health Professions Act, 1991. 


Switching initiating health practitioners 


If for any reason an insured person receiving treatment under this 
Guideline wishes to change his or her initiating health practitioner, 
the insured person and the new practitioner must inform the insurer 
through submission of a new Treatment Confirmation Form. In the 
new Treatment Confirmation Form, the insured person will give 
consent for the insurer to contact the original initiating health 
practitioner to determine what goods and services referred to in the 
original Treatment Confirmation Form have not been provided and 
the insurer will then fill in this amount in Part 9 of the form. 


Treatment/assessments covered by this Guideline 


There will typically be one Treatment Confirmation Form which will 
be prepared by the initiating health practitioner. 


The treatment commences with the insured person’s first assessment 
by the initiating health practitioner. 


If treatment is initiated during the first 7 days following an accident, 
the duration of treatment will be 7 weeks. If treatment is initiated 
between 8 and 28 days following an accident, the duration of 
treatment will be 6 weeks. 


In the first week of treatment under the Guideline emphasis will be 
on assessment, education, reassurance and pain control and may 
include physician referral for prescription medication. 


Education materials titled Getting the Facts About Whiplash, 
developed by regulated health professionals and the insurance 
industry, will be provided by the initiating health practitioner to all 
insured persons covered by this Guideline. This material may be 
found in Appendix E. 


The importance of positive messaging is recognized, and it is 
therefore expected that, at the initial visit and assessment and at 
subsequent visits, the insured person will be provided with: 
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¢ education regarding “hurt does not equal harm;” and 


* reassurance that most people with WAD II and associated 
complaints of back symptoms recover within the first few weeks 
following the injury. 


Emphasis will be on the insured person’s responsibility for his or her 
recovery and the return to normal activitics. The frequency of goods 
and services will diminish as the insured person progresses. 


If prescription medication is needed, a referral to a physician or 
nurse practitioner is necessary. Regulated health professionals may 
provide gencral information on the use of over-the-counter 
medications, but insured persons should be encouraged to consult a 
physician, nurse practitioner, or pharmacist on the specific use of 
these medications. 


Not all individuals with WAD II will require any or all of the goods 
and services included within this Guideline. The provider is 
responsible for determining the need for goods and services and 
whether the prescribed goods and services are producing significant 
progress toward recovery and should be continued under the 
Guideline. If the insured person has recovered before the completion 
of the treatment outlined in this Guideline, the insured person should 
be discharged from treatment. 


Ancillary goods or services (SABS s. 37.2) 


With prior insurer approval, certain ancillary goods or services may 
be proposed by the initiating health practitioner or family physician 
or insurer and carried out by a regulated health professional while 
the insured person continues to be covered by this Guideline. Prior 
approval from the insurer must be requested on a separate Treatment 
Confirmation Form. 


Once the request for ancillary goods or services is received, the 
insurer has 5 business days to either: 


i. notify the insured person and the health care practitioner 
concerning whether the insurer will pay for all or part of the 
ancillary goods or services; or 


il. notify the insured person that the insurer wants an 
examination by a member of a health profession, social 
worker or an expert in vocational rehabilitation to take place 
to assist the insurer in determining whether to pay for the 
ancillary goods or services. This examination is a file review 
of documents and does not require the personal attendance of 
the insured. 


If the insurer fails to respond within the prescribed time period, the 
insurer must pay for the ancillary goods or services delivered under 
the Treatment Confirmation Form. 


For the purposes of this Guideline, ancillary goods or services which 
may be requested are an Activities of Normal Life Intervention 
(ANLI), in order to identify and evaluate areas of functional 
difficulty or barriers to recovery duc to the WAD II or back pain and 
to implement strategies for recovery. An ANLI is not an assessment 
for the purpose of determining eligibility for housckeeping, attendant 
care or weekly benefits. 


The insured person must be present during the ANLI (excluding 
reporting back). The ANLI will take no more than 4 hours for the 
regulated health professional to complete, including preparation of 
the report (not including travel time/mileage). 


The regulated health professional must report back to the initiating 
health practitioner (where not the same person), insurer, insured 
person and family physician and comment on assessment findings, 
treatment interventions provided and recommendations. 


If, upon completion of the ANLI, the regulated health professional 
identifies a need for further goods and services, she or he will 
complete a Treatment Plan and submit the request to the insurer.

Without prior insurer approval, the initiating health practitioner may 
provide supplementary goods and/or services where they are needed 
for the management of one or more minor sofi tissue injury/ies 
which: 


(a) resulted from the same accident as the WAD II and requires 
treatment; 


(b) is/are unrelated to the WAD II with or without back pain and its 
common symptoms; 


(c) is/are not of sufficient severity to exclude the insured person’s 
impairment under this Guideline; and 


(d) can be fully treated by the provider within the time frame of this 
Guideline. 


The impairment addressed and the services and/or goods must be 
specified by the initiating health practitioner on a Treatment 
Confirmation Form and the maximum total cost payable by the 
insurer for the goods and services provided under this section is $160 


Treatment deemed insufficient or inappropriate 


If the initiating health practitioner determines that treatment under 
this Guideline is no longer appropriate or sufficient for the insured 
person because the insured person is not making sufficient progress 
towards recovery, the initiating health practitioner will advise the 
insurer and the insured person (using the WAD I/WAD II PAF 
Discharge & Status Report form). The initiating health practitioner’s 
options then are the following: 


(a) submit a Treatment Plan; or 


(b) submit a Treatment Plan and make a referral to the insured 
person’s physician or another regulated health professional; or 


(c) with insurer agreement, extend treatment under this Guideline for 
no more than 4 visits and 2 weeks beyond end of regular duration 
and at a price determined by the insurer and initiating health 
practitioner; or 


(d) make a referral to the insured person’s physician or another 
regulated health professional. 


While treatment/referral decisions 
initiating health practitioner may: 


are being considered, the 


(ec) stop the treatment where it is not appropriate (or no longer 
needed); or 


(f) continue treatment until a decision is reached on the action 
recommended by the initiating health practitioner. 


The SABS provides that an insurer may reject a Treatment Plan that 
provides for goods and services to be received during any period in 
which the insured person is receiving goods and services under this 
Guideline and the insurer’s determination is not subject to dispute. 


However, the SABS also provides that nothing prevents an insured 
person, while receiving goods and services under this Guideline, 
from submitting a Treatment Plan applicable to a period other than 
the period covered by this Guideline. If the insurer does not approve 
the Treatment Plan within the time period prescribed in the SABS, 
the insurer will have to notify the insured person that it requires an 
insurer examination. 


Completing the treatment under this Guideline 
Upon completion of treatment, the initiating health practitioner will 


prepare a final report which will indicate the insured person’s 
outcomes from treatment. 
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If an insured person elects to end treatment under this Guideline, he 
or she may only resume treatment at a later date if this will not 
extend the overall duration and expenditure limits of the Guideline. 


When an insured person is receiving treatment under the Guideline, 
the termination options arc: 


i. Resolved and discharged within 6 weeks (WAD I/WAD II 
PAF Discharge & Status Report completed by initiating 
health practitioner); 


il. Condition improving, but improvement is insufficient at the 
end of the treatment (further or other treatment beyond the 
Guideline is dependent upon the Treatment Plan application 
and approval process of the SABS); 


ili. Not resolving (decision made as soon as possible) and the 
initiating health practitioner completes the WAD I/WAD II 
PAF Discharge & Status Report form and discharges the 
insured person; 


iv. Insured person unreasonably fails to participate in treatment. 
This may be inferred from the insured person’s non- 
attendance at 2 consecutive appointments or 4 appointments 
overall without a reasonable explanation. Provider required 
to complete WAD I/WAD II PAF Discharge & Status Report 
form; or 


y. Insured person withdraws consent. 
Reporting requirement for initiating health practitioners 


The initiating health practitioncr is expected to establish clinical 
outcome goals for the insured person receiving treatment under this 
Guideline that are consistent with the goals of return to normal 
activities in the early stages of recovery and reducing the risk of 
chronicity. Throughout the course of treatment the initiating health 
practitioner is expected to use appropriate measures/indicators to 
evaluate progress towards achievement of these goals. 


For the purposes of documenting the impact of the Guidelines on an 
insured person whose impairment comes within this Guideline and 
contributing to the overall evaluation of the Guideline, the initiating 
health practitioner must complete the WAD I/WAD II PAF 
Discharge & Status Report form. 


Provider reimbursement 


An initiating health practitioner who provides a good and/or service 
to an insured person in accordance with the Guideline must submit a 
Treatment Confirmation Form not later than 5 business days after 
first seeing the insured person. 


The SABS provides that the insurer must confirm to the initiating 
health practitioner no later than 5 business days after receiving the 
Treatment Confirmation Form, that the auto insurance policy 
referenced in the Treatment Confirmation Form was in force on the 
date of the accident. Payment to the initiating health practitioner 
may be denied due to coverage issues or exclusions set out in the 
SABS. 


The insurer’s payment will follow receipt of a completed Treatment 
Confirmation Form, Application for Accident Benefits and Auto 
Insurance Standard Invoice, Version C. The insurer is not obliged to 
make payment until after the insurer has received an Application for 
Accident Benefits. 


In the case of the final invoice, the insurer’s payment will follow 
receipt of a WADI/WAD II PAF Discharge & Status Report and 
Auto Insurance Standard Invoice, Version C. 


Where an x-ray service is provided to an insured person whose 
impairment comes within this Guideline by a chiropractor who is an 
initiating health practitioner, that service is payable without insurer 


approval and subject to the reimbursement schedule outlined in 
Appendix D to this Guideline. 


14. Content of appendices 
Appendix A sets out the payment schedule in chart form. 


Appendix B sets out an overview of the expected course of treatment 
for an insured person whose impairment comes within this 
Guideline. Providers will individualize these treatment directives for 
the needs of each insured person. 


Appendix C sets out what goods/services an insurer is not obliged to 
fund pursuant to this Guideline for an insured person whose 
impairment comes within this Guideline. 


Appendix D outlines the payment schedule for x-rays provided 
pursuant to this Guideline for an insured person whose impairment 
comes within this Guideline. Any other x-ray service is subject to 
insurer approval. 


Appendix E contains the educational brochure titled Getting the 
Facts About Whiplash.

Appendix C - Goods and services not covered in the Guideline 


An Insurer is not obliged to pay pursuant to this Guideline for the 
following goods/services rendered to an insured person with an 
impairment that comes within this Guideline: 


* Cervical pillows; 

¢ Advice supporting inactivity or bedrest; 

¢ Injections of anaesthetics, sterile water or steroids to the neck; 
¢ Soft collar for more than 2 days; 

¢ Spray and stretch; and 

* Magnetic necklaces. 


Note: Adjunct passive modalitics (transcutaneous electrical nerve 
stimulation, ultrasound, massage, heat/cold application, short term 
bedrest) are included in the funding where part of strategy promoting 
activation and return to mobility. 


Appendix D - Payment Schedule for X-Rays 


X-ray services for an insured person with an impairment that comes 
within this Guideline are payable under the following circumstances: 


¢ X-rays listed below do not require insurer approval, but fees may not 
exceed those listed in table below. Any other x-rays require 
insurer/DAC approval. 
* No other comparable x-rays have been taken by another health 
practitioner or facility since the accident. 
¢ Any available funding from OHIP or collateral insurance is utilized 
before the insurer is billed. 
¢ The insured person displays one or more of the following 
characteristics: 
¢ Suspicion of bony injury; 
¢ Suspicion of degenerative changes, instability, or other 
conditions of sufficient severity that counter indications to one or 
more interventions must be ruled out; 
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* Suspicion of rheumatoid arthritis; 
¢ Suspicion of osteoporosis; or 
* History of cancer.

Appendix E - Getting the Facts about Whiplash 





Getting the facts about Whiplash: Grades I and II 


People injured in car accidents sometimes experience a strain of the neck 
muscles and surrounding soft tissue, known commonly as whiplash. 
This injury often occurs when a vehicle is hit from the rear or the side, 
causing a sharp and sudden movement of the head and neck. Whiplash 
may result in tender muscles (Grade I) or limited neck movement (Grade 
II). This type of injury is usually temporary and most people who 
experience it make a complete recovery. If you have suffered a 
whiplash injury, knowing more about the condition can help you 
participate in your own recovery. This brochure summarizes current 
scientific research related to Grade | and II whiplash injuries. 


Understanding Whiplash 


* Most whiplash injuries are not serious and heal fully. 

¢ Signs of serious neck injury, such as fracture, are usually evident in 
carly assessments. Health care professionals trained to treat 
whiplash are alert for these signs. 

¢ Pain, stiffness and other symptoms of Grades I or II whiplash 
typically start within the first 2 days after the accident. A later onset 
of symptoms does not indicate a more serious injury. 

* Many pcople experience no disruption to their normal activities after 
a whiplash injury. Those who do usually improve after a few days 
or weeks and return safely to their daily activities. 

¢ Just as the soreness and stiffness of a sprained ankle may linger, a 
neck strain can also feel achy, stiff or tender for days or wecks. 
While some patients get better quickly, symptoms can persist over a 
longer period of time. For most cases of Grades | and II whiplash, 
these symptoms gradually decrease with a return to activity. 


Daily Activity and Whiplash 


* Continuing normal activities is very important to recovery. 

* Resting for more than a day or two usually does not help the injury 
and may instead prolong pain and disability. For whiplash injurics, 
it appears that “rest makes rusty.” 

¢ Injured muscles can get stiff and weak when they’re not used. This 
can add to pain and can delay recovery. 


¢ A return to normal activity may be assisted by active treatment and 
exercises. 

* Cervical collars, or “neck braces,” prevent motion and may add to 
stiffness and pain. These devices are generally not recommended, as 
they have shown little or no benefit. 

¢ Returning to activity maintains the health of soft-tissues and keeps 
them flexible - speeding recovery. Physical exercise also releases 
body chemicals that help to reduce pain in a natural way. 

* To prevent development of chronic pain, it is important to start 
moving as soon as possible. 


Tips For Return To Activity 


¢ Avoid sitting in one position for long periods. 

¢ Periodically stand and stretch. 

* Sit at your workstation so that the upper part of your arm rests close 
to your body, and your back and fect are well supported. 

¢ Adjust the scat when driving so that your clbows and knees are 
loosely bent. 

¢ When shopping or carrying items, use a cart or hold things close to 
the body for support. 

¢ Avoid contact sports or strenuous exercise for the first few weeks to 
prevent further injury. Ask your health professional about other 
sporting or recreational activities. 

¢ Make your sleeping bed comfortable. The pillow should be adjusted 
to support the neck at a comfortable height. 


Treating Whiplash 


* Research indicates that successful whiplash treatment requires 
patient cooperation and active efforts to resume daily activity. 

* A treating health care professional will assess your whiplash injuries, 
and discuss options for treatment and control of pain. 

* Although prescription medications are usually unnecessary, 
temporary use of mild over-the-counter medication may be 
suggested, in addition to ice or heat. 

¢ Your treating health care professional may recommend appropriate 
physical treatment. 


Avoiding Chronic Pain 


* Some whiplash sufferers are reluctant to return to activity, fearing it 
will make the injury worse. Pain or tenderness may cause them to 
overestimate the extent of physical damage. 

¢ If your health professional suggests a return to activity, accept the 
advice and act on it. 

¢ Stay connected with family, friends and co-workers. Social 
withdrawal can contribute to depression and the development of 
chronic pain. 

¢ If you are discouraged or depressed about your recovery, talk to your 
health professional. 

¢ Focus on getting on with your life, rather than on the injury! 


Preventing Another Whiplash Injury 


* Properly adjusting the height of your car seat head restraint (head 
rest) will help prevent whiplash injury in an accident. In an idcal 
adjustment, the top of the head should be in line with the top of the 
head restraint and there should be no more than 2 to 5 cm between 
the back of the head and the head restraint. 


This brochure provides general information about whiplash injuries. It 
does not replace advice from a qualified health care professional who 
can properly assess a whiplash injury and recommend treatment.

Dans la premiére scmaine de traitement, aux termes des lignes 
directrices, |?accent scra mis sur lévaluation, |’éducation, le 
réconfort, la gestion de la douleur et pourrait comprendre un 
rendez-vous avec un médecin pour obtention d’une ordonnance. 


La série de traitement peut comprendre les éléments suivants 
réconfort, gestion de la douleur, mobilisation/manipulation, 
éducation et activation (activités quotidiennes normales et exercice 


physique). 


Les professionnels de la santé responsables du dossier distribucront a 
toutes les personnes assurées couvertes par les lignes directrices un 
dépliant d’information intitulé L ‘entorse cervicale : les faits, préparé 
par des professionnels de la santé réglementés et des intervenants du 
milieu des assurances. Ce matériel est fourni a ? Annexe E. 


Il est essentiel de faire passer un message positif et on s’attend donc 
a ce que tout au long de son traitement, de la premiere a la derniére 
rencontre, la personne assuréc recoive : 


* un programme d’éducation indiquant qu’« avoir mal ne veut pas 
dire étre blessé »; 

* et Vassurance que la plupart des personnes souffrant d’une 
entorse cervicale de stade II et des maux de dos connexes 
récup¢rent dans les premicres semaines suivant la blessure. 


L’accent sera mis sur la responsabilisation des personnes assurécs, 
qui doivent prendre en main leur propre rétablissement ct le retour 
aux activités normales.

Soins et traitements auxiliaires (TAEC s. 37.2) 


Dans la mesure ot l’assureur a donné son approbation préalable, le 
professionnel de la santé responsable du dossier, le médecin de 
famille ou l’assureur peuvent proposer certains soins ct traitements 
auxiliaires que peut dispenser un professionnel de la_ santé 
réglementé pendant que la personne assurée continue d’étre couverte 
par les lignes directrices. Il faut remplir un formulaire de 
confirmation de traitement séparé pour obtenir l’approbation de 
assureur, 


Une fois la demande de certains soins et traitements auxiliaires 
recue, l’assureur a cing jours ouvrables pour : 


i. aviser la personne assurée ct le professionnel de la santé s “il 
va rembourser enti¢rement ou en partic les soins ct 
traitements auxiliaires, ou 


ii. aviser la personne assurée qu’il demande qu’un examen soit 
effectué par un professionnel de la santé, un travailleur social 
ou un expert en réadaptation professionnelle pour laider a 
décider s’il va payer pour les soins et traitements auxiliaires.

Le professionnel de la santé réglementé doit faire rapport au 
professionnel de la santé responsable du dossier (si ce n’est pas la 
méme personne), a l’assureur, a la personne assurée, au médecin de 
famille ct se prononcer sur les conclusions de |’évaluation, le 
traitement fourni et faire des recommandations. 


Si, apres avoir complété le formulaire ANLI, le professionnel de la 
santé réglementé décide que des soins et traitements additionnels 
sont nécessaires, il devra compléter le plan de traitement et présenter 
une demande a l’assureur. 


Soins et traitements additionnels 


Sans l’approbation préalable de | ‘assurcur, le professionnel de la 
santé responsable du dossier peut fournir des soins ct des services 
additionnels, au besoin, pour le traitement de blessures d’un ou de 
plusicurs tissus mous qui : 


(a) sont les résultats du méme accident que l’entorse cervicale de 
stade II ct requiérent le méme traitement; 


(b) ne sont pas sont reliées a une entorse cervicale de stade II avec 
ou sans mal de dos et sympt6mes connexes; 


(c) ne sont pas suffisamment graves pour exclure l’invalidité de la 
personne assurée du traitement prévu aux lignes directrices; 


(d) peuvent ¢Gtre complctement traités par le fournisseur sclon 
l’échéancier des lignes directrices. 
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L’invalidité traitée de méme que les soins et les traitements doivent 
étre précisés par le professionnel de la santé responsable du dossier 
sur le Formulaire de confirmation des traitements et le maximum des 
frais exigibles par l’assureur pour la prestation de ces soins et 
services fournis aux termes de cette section est de 160 $. 


10. Traitement jugé insuffisant ou inadéquat 


Si le professionnel de la santé responsable du dossier détermine 
qu’aux termes des lignes directrices, les traitements ne sont plus 
appropriés ou insuffisants parce qu’ils ne lui permettent pas de se 
rétablir, il peut donner son avis a l’assureur et a la personne assurée 
(en utilisant le formulaire de rapport de congé et rapport de situation 
des entorses cervicales de stade I et II). Voici les possibilités qui sont 
offertes au professionnel de la santé responsable du dossier : 


(a) présenter un Plan de traitement; 


(b) ou présenter un Plan de traitement et procéder a un renvoi du cas 
au médecin de famille de la personne assurée ou a tout autre 
professionnel de la santé réglementé; 


(c) ou, avec l’approbation de l’assureur, prolonger le traitement 
prévu aux lignes directrices pour un maximum de quatre visites 
en deux semaines aprés la prévue de la durée prévue du 
traitement et a un codt déterminé par lassureur et le 
professionnel de la santé responsable du dossier; 


(d) ou procéder a un renvoi du cas au m édecin de famille de la 
personne assurée ou a tout autre professionnel de la santé 
réglementeé . 


Pendant qu’on r éfléchit a la décision ou au traitement a prendre, le 
professionnel de la santé responsable du dossier peut : 


(ec) interrompre le traitement s’il est jugé inadéquat (ou devenu 
inutile); 


(f) ou poursuivre le traitement jusqu’a ce que le professionnel de la 
santé responsable du dossier prenne une décision sur les 
dispositions a prendre. 


L’Annexe stipule qu’un assureur a le droit de rejeter un Plan de 
traitement prévoyant des soins et traitements a étre dispensés en 
méme temps que la personne assurée recoit des soins et traitements 
aux termes des lignes directrices et que cette décision de |’assurer 
n’est pas sujette a contestation. 


Cependant, |’Annexe prévoit également que rien n’interdit a la 
personne assurée, tout en recevant des soins et traitements aux 
termes des lignes directrices, de présenter un Plan de traitement 
applicable a la période autre que celle pré vue aux lignes directrices. 
Si Vassureur n’approuve pas le Plan de traitement dans le délai 
prescrit a |’ Annexe, il devra aviser la personne assurée qu’il exige un 
examen. 


11. Achévement du traitement aux termes des lignes directrices 


Une fois le traitement complété, le professionnel de la santé 
responsable du dossicr préparera un rapport final expliquant le 
résultat des traitements pour la personne assurée. 


Si une personne assurée choisit de mettre un terme aux traitements 
prévus, clle pourra seulement les reprendre a une date ultéricure dans 
la mesure ou leur durée globale et le total de leurs frais ne dépassent 
pas les normes ¢tablies dans les lignes directrices. 


Quand une personne assurée recoit un traitement aux termes des 
lignes directrices, les options pour y mettre un terme sont les 
suivantes : 


i. Fermer le dossier et donné son congé a la personne assurée 
dans un délai de six semaines (le formulaire de fermeture de 
dossier et de bilan de la situation pour un TAEC de stade I et 
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13.

Annexe E - L’entorse cervicale : les faits 
L’entorse cervicale : les faits - stade I et II 


Les personnes blessées lors d’accidents automobiles connaissent parfois 
une tension aux muscles du cou ect aux tissus mous environnants, 
désignée communcment comme une entorse cervicale. Cette blessure est 
fréquente lorsqu’un véhicule est percuté a l’arri¢re ou de c 6té, ce qui 
crée un mouvement brusque et important de la téte et du cou. L’entorse 
cervicale peut provoquer unc sensibilité des muscles (stade I) ou une 
limitation des mouvements du cou (stade II). Ce type de blessure est 
généralement temporaire ct la plupart des gens qui en souffrent 
connaissent un rétablissement complet. Si vous avez souffert d’une 
entorse cervicale, le fait d’en savoir plus sur cet Gtat peut vous aider a 
vous impliquer dans votre propre rétablissement. Ce dépliant résume lc 
fruit des recherches scientifiques actuelles sur les entorses cervicales de 
stade I et II. 


Pour comprendre l’entorse cervicale 


¢ La plupart des entorses cervicales ne sont pas des blessures graves ct 
gucérissent complctement. 

¢ Les signes d’ une blessure cervicale grave, comme une fracture, sont 
géncralement évidents lors des premiéres évaluations. Les 
professionnels de la santé qui ont été formés pour traiter les entorses 
cervicales sont attentifs a ces signes. 

¢ La douleur, la raideur et d’autres symptémes d’entorse cervicale de 
stade I ou II apparaissent en général en 2 jours suivant le moment de 
Vaccident. Une apparition plus tardive des symptémes n’est pas un 
signe de blessure plus grave. 

* De nombreuses personnes souffrant d’entorse cervicale continuent 
leurs activités habituclles sans connaitre de dérangement. Les 
personnes qui subissent de tels dérangements connaissent 
géncralement une amélioration aprés quelques jours ou quelques 
semaines ct reviennent sans danger a leurs activités quotidicnnes. 

¢ Tout comme la douleur ct la raideur d’une entorse a la cheville 
peuvent persister, une entorse cervicale peut aussi laisser une 
doulcur, une raideur ou une sensibilité pendant plusicurs jours ou 
plusieurs semaines. Bien que certains patients connaissent une 
gucrison rapide, les sympt6mes peuvent persister pendant une longue 
période de temps. Dans la plupart des cas d’entorse cervicale de 
stade | ct Il, ces symptémes diminuent graducllement avec le retour 
a activité normale. 


L’entorse cervicale et les activités quotidiennes 


* Le fait de poursuivre une activité normale est trés important pour le 
rétablissement.

* Les collets cervicaux ou « supports cervicaux » empéchent le 
mouvement et peuvent augmenter la raideur et la douleur.

- A votre poste de travail, assoyez-vous de maniére a ce que la partie 
supéricure de vos bras soit pré s de votre corps et votre dos et vos 
pieds soicnt bien soutenus. 

« Ajustez le si¢ge de votre voiture lorsque vous conduisez, de maniére 
a ce que vos genoux et vos coudes soient légérement pliés. 

* Lorsque vous faites des emplettes ou lorsque vous transportez des 
objets, utilisez un chariot ou tenez les objets prés de votre corps pour 
un meillcur souticn. 

¢ Lors des quelques premicres semaines, ¢évitez les sports de contact 
ou les exercices vigoureux afin d’éviter de vous blesser a nouveau. 
Demandez a votre professionnel de la santé de vous conseiller 
d’autres activités sportives ou récréatives. 

¢ Assurez-vous que le lit ot vous dormez est confortable. L’oreiller 
doit ¢tre ajusté de manicre a soutenir le cou a une hauteur 
confortable. 


Traitement des entorses cervicales 


° Les études indiquent qu’un traitement efficace des entorses 
cervicales nécessite la coopération du patient et des efforts actifs de 
retour aux activités quotidiennes. 

¢ Un professionnel de la santé en charge de votre traitement évaluera 
votre blessure et discutera avec vous des possibilités de traitement et 
de gestion de la douleur. 

* Bicn qu’en général aucun médicament sous ordonnance n’est 
nécessaire, usage provisoire de médicaments légers disponibles en 
vente libre peut vous Gtre suggéré en plus d’un traitement a la glace 
ou a la chaleur.

Transportation Expense Guideline 
Superintendent’s Guideline No. 03/06 


This Guideline is issued pursuant to section 268.3 of the /nsurance Act 
for the purpose of subsections 14 (5), 15 (11) and 24 (3) of the Statutory 
Accident Benefits Schedule - Accidents on or After November 1, 1996 
(SABS). This Guideline replaces Guideline No. 4/04 and is effective 
January 21, 2006. 


Purpose 


The purpose of the Transportation Expense Guideline is to provide a 
framework for insurers and insured persons to determine the 
circumstances under which expenses related to transportation of an 
insured person to and from treatment sessions, counselling sessions, 
training sessions, assessments and examinations must be paid by an 
insurer. The Guideline sets out authorized expenses and applicable rates 
for the purpose of subsections 14 (5), 15 (11) and 24 (3) of the SABS. 


In light of amendments made to subsections 14 (6), 15 (12) and 24 (4) of 
the SABS by O. Reg. 458/03 as filed on December 24, 2003, the 
amounts payable under the SABS for transportation expenses depend in 
part on whether the accident occurred before or after April 15, 2004. For 
this reason, the Guideline is divided into two sections: 


(a) Accidents occurring before April 15, 2004; and 
(b) Accidents occurring on or after April 15, 2004. 


Please ensure that you refer to the appropriate section of this Guideline, 
based on the date of the accident in question. 


(a) Accidents occurring before April 15, 2004 
Authorized Expenses 


The insurer is liable to pay for all reasonable and necessary 
transportation expenses for cach trip that the insured person makes to 
and from treatment sessions, counselling sessions, training sessions, 
assessments and examinations. The insurer is also liable to pay for all 
reasonable and necessary transportation expenses of the insured person’s 
aide or attendant. Transportation expenses are calculated based on the 
most direct route. Transportation expenses include parking fees incurred. 


The mode of transportation selected should be the most economical, 
practical for the distance to be travelled, and appropriate under the specific 
circumstances. 


Use of Automobiles 


The insurer is liable to pay a mileage expense for transportation of the 
insured person and their aide or attendant, to and from treatment sessions, 
counselling sessions, training sessions, assessments and cxaminations 
using the insured person’s automobile, excluding the first 50 kilometres of 
cach round-trip. The 50 kilometre “deductible” is only applicable once in 
any round-trip. This applies also to minors who are driven to treatment 
sessions, counselling sessions, training sessions, examinations or 
assessments. 


For the purpose of this Guideline, the “insured person’s automobile” 
includes any automobile owned or leased by the insured person or any 
other automobile to which the insured person has access. 


The rate that is to be used to calculate transportation expenses for the use 
of the insured person’s automobile is 34¢ per kilometre travelled. 


Use of Taxis 


The insurer is liable to pay for reasonable and necessary taxi fare 
incurred by an insured person and their aide or attendant provided that, 


¢ the insured person does not own or have access to an automobile; or 
¢ the insured person is unable to operate an automobile; or 
* itis reasonable and practical in the circumstances to take a taxi. 


Other Modes of Transportation 


Insurers are liable to pay for reasonable and necessary expenses for other 
modes of transportation where circumstances warrant. An insured person 
should discuss the matter with his/her insurer before incurring expenses 
for air, rail and bus transportation services. 


(b) Accidents occurring on or after April 15, 2004 
Authorized Expenses 


Subject to the 50 kilometre “deductible” referred to below, the insurer is 
liable to pay for all reasonable and necessary transportation expenses for 
cach trip that the insured person makes to and from treatment sessions, 
counselling sessions, training sessions, assessments or examinations. 
The insurer is also liable to pay for all reasonable and necessary 
transportation expenses of the insured person’s aide or attendant. 
Transportation expenses are calculated based on the most direct route. 
Transportation expenses include parking fees incurred. 


The mode of transportation selected should be the most economical, 
practical for the distance to be travelled, and appropriate under the specific 
circumstances. 


Use of Automobiles 


For the purpose of this Guideline, the “insured person’s automobile” 
includes any automobile owned or leased by the insured person or any 
other automobile to which the insured person has access.

LICENCES UNDER PART VI OF THE ACT — EXCLUDING MARINE ARCHAEOLOGICAL 
SITES 


Interpretation 
1. (1) In this Regulation, 


“archaeological fieldwork” means archaeological fieldwork as defined in section | of Ontario Regulation 170/04 
(Definitions) made under the Act; (“travaux archéologiques sur le terrain’’) 


“archaeological site” means an archaeological site as defined in section | of Ontario Regulation 170/04 (Definitions) made 
under the Act; (“‘site archéologique”’) 


“artifact” means an artifact as defined in section | of Ontario Regulation 170/04 (Definitions) made under the Act; 
(“‘artefact’’) 


“consultant archaeologist” means an archaeologist who enters into an agreement with a client to carry out or supervise 
archaeological fieldwork on behalf of the client, produce reports for or on behalf of the client and provide technical advice 
to the client; (“archéologue-conseil’’) 


“field director” means an archaeologist who supervises archaeological fieldwork, and makes day-to-day decisions relating to 
archaeological fieldwork, under the supervision of a person holding a professional licence; (“directeur des fouilles’) 


“licence” means a licence under the Act, except in the case of a reference to a licence or similar authorization from a 
jurisdiction other than Ontario; (“licence’’) 


“marine archaeological site’ means a marine archaeological site as defined in section | of Ontario Regulation 170/04 
(Definitions) made under the Act. (“site archéologique marin’’) 


(2) An application by an individual for a licence is an application for a new licence, and the licence issued pursuant to that 
application is a new licence, if, 


(a) the individual has never held a licence; 
(b) the individual is a licensee applying for a licence of a different class than that currently held by him or her; 


(c) the individual was, but is not currently, a licensee and is applying for a licence of a different class than the licence 
most recently held by him or her; 


(d) the individual was, but is not currently, a licensee and is applying for a licence of the same class as the licence most 
recently held by him or her, more than five years after that licence expired; 


(e) the individual was, but is not currently, a licensee and is applying for a licence of the same class as the licence most 
recently held by him or her, more than five years after that licence was cancelled by the Minister at the individual’s 
request; or 


(f) the individual was, but is not currently, a licensee and is applying for a licence of the same class as the licence most 
recently held by him or her, which the Minister revoked, or refused to renew, under section 49 of the Act. 
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(3) An application by an individual for a licence is an application for renewal of a licence, and the licence issued pursuant 
to that application is a renewed licence, if, 


(a) the individual is a licensee applying, before the expiry of his or her current licence, for a licence of the same class; 


(b) the individual was, but is not currently, a licensee and is applying for a licence of the same class as the licence most 
recently held by him or her, within five years after that licence expired; or 


(c) the individual was, but is not currently, a licensee and is applying for a licence of the same class as the licence most 
recently held by him or her, within five years after that licence was cancelled by the Minister at the individual’s 
request. 


Classes of licence 
2. The following classes of licence are prescribed: 
1. Professional licence. 
2. Applied research licence. 
3. Avocational licence. 
No application to marine sites 


3. None of the classes of licence prescribed by this Regulation authorizes the carrying out of an activity on a marine 
archaeological site. 


Only one licence to be held 
4. (1) No person shall hold, at any one time, more than one of the classes of licence prescribed by this Regulation. 


(2) When submitting an application to the Minister for a licence of a different class, a licensee shall also submit to the 
Minister a request for cancellation of the licence that the licensee already holds and shall submit the request in such form and 
manner as the Minister may require. 


False or misleading information 


5. (1) An applicant shall be deemed not to have satisfied the requirements for the issuance of a class of licence prescribed 
by this Regulation, if the applicant knowingly made a false or misleading statement or representation in the application. 


(2) Subsection (1) does not apply if the false or misleading statement or representation was made before January 25, 2006. 
Scope of professional licence 

6. Subject to any terms or conditions that may be contained in the licence, a professional licence authorizes the licensee to, 

(a) monitor, survey, explore, assess and excavate archaeological sites; 

(b) recover artifacts; 

(c) carry out or supervise archaeological fieldwork as a consultant archaeologist; and 

(d) act as a field director. 
Requirements for professional licence 


7. (1) For the purposes of clause 48 (8) (d) of the Act, the following requirements for the issuance of a professional 
licence are prescribed in addition to the requirements set out in clauses 48 (8) (a), (b) and (c) of the Act: 


1. The applicant must hold a Master’s degree awarded by a university in an area of archaeology. 


2. The applicant must have successfully completed a thesis, or a research project in lieu of a thesis, in order to obtain the 
Master’s degree. 


3. The applicant must be a member in good standing of an archaeological organization with a code of ethics or code of 
conduct. 


4. The applicant must have work experience that meets all of the following criteria: 


i. The work has provided the applicant with at least 52 consecutive or non-consecutive weeks of experience in 
applying archaeology theory to the practical work situation, including significant experience in each of 
monitoring, assessing, exploring, surveying and excavating archaeological sites and in recovering artifacts. 


ii. The work has provided the applicant with experience in managing archaeological fieldwork, including at least 26 
consecutive or non-consecutive weeks of experience in supervising, or assisting in supervising, archaeological 


fieldwork. 
ill. The work has provided the applicant with experience in analyzing archaeological fieldwork data and managing 
artifacts. 
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iv. The work has provided the applicant with experience in demonstrating proficiency in written communication, 
including experience in authoring at least four substantive documents dealing with primary archaeological 
research. 


(2) Subsection (1) does not apply, 
(a) to an application for a new licence, if the application was made before January 25, 2006; 
(b) to an application for renewal of a licence, if, 
(i) the application was made before that date, or 
(ii) the application is made after that date with respect to a licence that was first issued before that date. 
Demonstration of work experience 


8. (1) An applicant for a new professional licence shall provide sufficient information with respect to the applicant’s work 
experience to permit an assessment of its nature, quality, duration and currency and, without limiting the generality of the 
foregoing, shall provide, 


(a) two reports endorsing the applicant, each containing information that the Minister determines is sufficient to permit 
proper assessment of the applicant’s work experience and each from a referee, 


(i) who has, 
(A) supervised the applicant’s archaeological fieldwork, 
(B) carried out archaeological fieldwork with the applicant, or 


(C) acted as advisor or supervisor for the applicant’s thesis or research project referred to in paragraph 2 of 
subsection 7 (1), and 


(ii) who, 
(A) holds a professional licence, or 


(B) is determined by the Minister under subsection (2) to have education and experience equivalent to that 
required for the issuance of a professional licence; 


(b) confirmation from the applicant that at least 26 weeks of the 52 weeks of archaeological fieldwork experience required 
under subparagraph 4 i of subsection 7 (1) have been obtained in one or more of the following jurisdictions: 


(i) Ontario, 


(ii) a jurisdiction within Canada or the United States that, in the opinion of the Minister, has a geography, a geology, 
a settlement history and archaeological resources similar to those of Ontario; and 


(c) such examples of the applicant’s written work as the Minister may request, including briefs, reports, documents or 
publications. 


(2) In determining, for the purposes of sub-subclause (1) (a) (ii) (B), whether a referee has education and experience 
equivalent to that required for the issuance of a professional licence, the Minister shall consider all relevant factors, including 
the following: 


1. Whether the referee held a professional, consulting or excavation licence that was issued in Ontario and that was not 
revoked. 


2. Whether the referee holds a licence or similar authorization that was issued in a jurisdiction other than Ontario, or held 
a licence or similar authorization that was issued in a jurisdiction other than Ontario and that was not revoked, 


i. authorizing activities similar to those authorized by a professional licence, and 


ii. the issuance of which was based on education and experience requirements equivalent to those for the issuance of 
a professional licence. 


3. Whether the referee works, or has worked, as a professional archaeologist in or outside Ontario in circumstances not 
requiring a licence or similar authorization referred to in paragraph | or 2. 


(3) This section does not apply if the application for the licence was made before January 25, 2006. 
Scope of applied research licence 


9. (1) Subject to any terms or conditions that may be contained in the licence, an applied research licence authorizes the 
licensee to, 


(a) monitor, survey, explore and assess archaeological sites; 


(b) recover artifacts; and 
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(c) act as a field director. 


(2) If, at the time the applied research licence is issued, the licensee has held an avocational licence for a period of five 
years, whether consecutive or non-consecutive, the applied research licence, in addition to providing the authority set out in 
subsection (1), also authorizes the licensee to excavate archaeological sites. 


(3) For greater certainty, an applied research licence does not authorize the licensee to carry out or supervise 
archaeological fieldwork as a consultant archaeologist. 


Requirements for applied research licence 


10. (1) For the purposes of clause 48 (8) (d) of the Act, the following requirements for the issuance of an applied research 
licence are prescribed in addition to the requirements set out in clauses 48 (8) (a), (b) and (c) of the Act: 


1. The applicant must, 


i. hold a Bachelor’s degree awarded by a university in an area of archaeology following completion of a four-year 
program of studies, or 


il. have held an avocational licence for a period of five years, whether consecutive or non-consecutive. 


2. The applicant must be a member in good standing of an archaeological organization with a code of ethics or code of 
conduct. 


3. The applicant must have work experience that meets all of the following criteria: 


i. The work has provided the applicant with at least 30 consecutive or non-consecutive weeks of experience in 
applying archaeology theory to the practical work situation, including significant experience in each of 
monitoring, assessing, exploring, surveying and excavating archaeological sites and in recovering artifacts. 


il. The work has provided the applicant with experience in managing archaeological fieldwork, including experience 
in supervising, or assisting in supervising, archaeological fieldwork. 


ili. The work has provided the applicant with experience in analyzing archaeological fieldwork data and managing 
artifacts. 


iv. The work has provided the applicant with experience in demonstrating proficiency in written communication, 
including experience in authoring at least one substantive document dealing with primary archaeological 
research. 


(2) Subsection (1) does not apply, 
(a) to an application for a new licence, if the application was made before January 25, 2006; 
(b) to an application for renewal of a licence, if, 
(i) the application was made before that date, or 
(ii) the application is made after that date with respect to a licence that was first issued before that date. 
Demonstration of work experience 


11. (1) An applicant for a new applied research licence shall provide sufficient information with respect to the applicant’s 
work experience to permit an assessment of its nature, quality, duration and currency and, without limiting the generality of 
the foregoing, shall provide, 


(a) a report endorsing the applicant, containing information that the Minister determines is sufficient to permit proper 
assessment of the applicant’s work experience, from a referee, 


(i) who has, 
(A) supervised the applicant’s archaeological fieldwork, 
(B) carried out archaeological fieldwork with the applicant, or 


(C) acted as advisor or supervisor for a thesis prepared, or a research project conducted, by the applicant in an 
area of archaeology, and 


(ii) who, 
(A) holds a professional licence, or 


(B) is determined by the Minister under subsection (2) to have education and experience equivalent to that 
required for the issuance of a professional licence; 


(b) confirmation from the applicant that at least 15 weeks of the 30 weeks of archaeological fieldwork experience required 
under subparagraph 3 i of subsection 10 (1) have been obtained in one or more of the following jurisdictions: 
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(i) Ontario, 


(ii) a jurisdiction: within Canada or the United States that, in the opinion of the Minister, has a geography, a geology, 
a settlement history and archaeological resources similar to those of Ontario; and 


(c) such examples of the applicant’s written work as the Minister may request, including briefs, reports, documents or 
publications. 


(2) In determining, for the purposes of sub-subclause (1) (a) (11) (B), whether a referee has education and experience 
equivalent to that required for the issuance of a professional licence, the Minister shall consider all relevant factors, including 
the following: 


1. Whether the referee held a professional licence, a consulting licence, or an excavation licence, that was issued in 
Ontario and that was not revoked. 


2. Whether the referee holds a licence or similar authorization that was issued in a jurisdiction other than Ontario, or held 
a licence or similar authorization that was issued in a jurisdiction other than Ontario and that was not revoked, 


i. authorizing activities similar to those authorized by a professional licence, and 


ii. the issuance of which was based on education and experience requirements equivalent to those for the issuance of 
a professional licence. 


3. Whether the referee works, or has worked, as a professional archaeologist in or outside Ontario in circumstances not 
requiring a licence or similar authorization referred to in paragraph | or 2. 


(3) This section does not apply if the application for the licence was made before January 25, 2006. 
Scope of avocational licence 


12. (1) Subject to any terms or conditions that may be contained in the licence, an avocational licence authorizes the 
licensee to, 


(a) monitor, survey and explore archaeological sites; and 
(b) recover artifacts. 
(2) For greater certainty, an avocational licence does not authorize the licensee to, 
(a) assess or excavate archaeological sites; 
(b) carry out or supervise archaeological fieldwork as a consultant archaeologist; or 
(c) act asa field director. 

Competence 


13. (1) In determining whether an applicant for an avocational licence has met the requirement set out in clause 48 (8) (a) 
of the Act, the Minister shall consider all relevant factors, including the following: 


1. Whether the applicant has knowledge of archaeological fieldwork acquired through, 
i. educational experiences, 
ii. the carrying out of archaeological fieldwork in Ontario in circumstances not requiring a licence, or 


iii. the carrying out of archaeological fieldwork in a jurisdiction other than Ontario in accordance with the laws of 
that jurisdiction. 


2. Whether the applicant has conducted research in archaeology or authored documents on archaeology. 


3. Whether the applicant is a member in good standing of an archaeological organization with a code of ethics or code of 
conduct. 


(2) For greater certainty, the requirements referred to in clauses 48 (8) (b), (c) and (d) of the Act also apply to the issuance 
of an avocational licence. 


(3) Subsection (1) does not apply, 
(a) to an application for a new licence, if the application was made before January 25, 2006; or 
(b) to an application for renewal of a licence, if, 

(i) the application was made before that date, or 


(ii) the application is made after that date with respect to a licence that was first issued before that date. 
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Demonstration of factors 


14. (1) An applicant for a new avocational licence shall provide sufficient information with respect to the applicant’s 
knowledge of archaeological fieldwork to permit an assessment of its nature, quality and currency and, without limiting the 
generality of the foregoing, shall provide a report endorsing the applicant, containing information that the Minister 
determines is sufficient to permit proper assessment of the applicant’s knowledge of archaeological fieldwork, from a referee, 


(a) who, 
(i) has supervised the applicant’s archaeological fieldwork, 
(ii) has carried out archaeological fieldwork with the applicant, 
(iii) has taught the applicant in an area of archaeology, or 
(iv) is the mentor under the mentoring agreement referred to in section 15; and 
(b) who, 
(i) holds a professional licence or an applied research licence, or 


(ii) is determined by the Minister under subsection (3) to have education and experience equivalent to that required 
for the issuance of a professional licence or an applied research licence. 


(2) The applicant shall provide such examples of the applicant’s written work as the Minister may request, including 
briefs, reports, documents or publications. 


(3) In determining, for the purposes of subclause (1) (b) (ii), whether a referee has education and experience equivalent to 
that required for the issuance of a professional licence or an applied research licence, the Minister shall consider all relevant 
factors, including the following: 


1. Whether the referee held a consulting licence, a consulting stage 1-3 licence, an excavation licence, a survey and test 
excavation licence, a professional licence, or an applied research licence, that was issued in Ontario and was not 
revoked. 


2. Whether the referee holds a licence or similar authorization that was issued in a jurisdiction other than Ontario, or held 
a licence or similar authorization that was issued in a jurisdiction other than Ontario and that was not revoked, 


i. authorizing activities similar to those authorized by a professional licence or an applied research licence, and 


il. the issuance of which was based on education and experience requirements equivalent to those for the issuance of 
a professional licence or an applied research licence. 


3. Whether the referee works, or has worked, as a professional archaeologist in or outside Ontario in circumstances not 
requiring a licence or similar authorization referred to in paragraph | or 2. 


(4) This section does not apply if the application for the licence was made before January 25, 2006. 
Mentoring agreement 
15. (1) A new avocational licence shall not be issued to an applicant unless, 
(a) the applicant has entered into a mentoring agreement for the term of the licence with a mentor who, 
(i) holds a professional licence or an applied research licence, or 


(ii) is determined by the Minister under subsection (7) to have education and experience equivalent to that required 
for the issuance of a professional licence or an applied research licence; and 


(b) the mentoring agreement requires that, at the end of the term of the licence, the mentor give the Minister a report 
containing information that the Minister determines is sufficient to permit proper assessment of the licensee’s 
knowledge of archaeological fieldwork. 


(2) When submitting an application to the Minister for a new avocational licence, the applicant shall also submit to the 
Minister a copy of the mentoring agreement signed by the mentor and the applicant. 


(3) The term of a new avocational licence that the Minister issues to an applicant shall be one year. 


(4) In determining whether to renew an avocational licence held by a licensee who is a party to a mentoring agreement and 
in determining the term of the renewed licence, the Minister shall consider the mentor’s report referred to in clause (1) (b). 


(5) If the mentor’s report does not recommend renewal of the avocational licence, the Minister may decide to renew the 
avocational licence only if, 


(a) the licensee has entered into a new mentoring agreement for the term of the renewed licence with a mentor described 
in clause (1) (a); and 
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(b) the new mentoring agreement requires that, at the end of the term of the renewed licence, the mentor give the Minister 
a report containing information that the Minister determines is sufficient to permit proper assessment of the licensee’s 
knowledge of archaeological fieldwork. 


(6) If the Minister decides to renew an avocational licence, the term of the renewed licence may be any term that the 
Minister considers appropriate. 


(7) In determining, for the purposes of this section, whether a mentor has education and experience equivalent to that 
required for the issuance of a professional licence or an applied research licence, the Minister shall consider all relevant 
factors, including the factors set out in paragraphs 1, 2 and 3 of subsection 14 (3), which shall be read as if a reference to 
“referee” were a reference to “mentor”. 


No licence required 


16. For the purposes of clause 48 (2) (c) of the Act, a licence is not required for an activity that is encompassed by 
paragraph | or 2 of subsection 48 (1) of the Act, if, 


(a) the activity is carried out under the supervision of a licensee who holds a professional licence or an applied research 
licence that authorizes the carrying out of that activity; and 


(b) the activity is carried out by an individual who is not acting as a field director.

PART I 
GENERAL 


2. The Regulation is amended by adding the following Part: 
PART I 
FAMILY AND COMMUNITY PLACEMENT 
5. (1) This Part applies where, 


(a) a society has determined that a child is in need of protection and cannot be adequately protected if he or she remains 
with the person having charge of the child; 


(b) the child, 


(i) has received services from the society but has not been placed in the society’s care by an agreement under 
subsection 29 (1) or by an order made under clause 51 (2) (d), paragraph 2, 3 or 4 of subsection 57 (1) or 
subsection 65 (1) of the Act, or 


(11) has been placed in the society’s care and the agreement or order described in subclause (i) will be terminated; and 


(c) the society proposes or is apprised of a plan to place the child in the care of a person who is a relative of the child or a 
member of the child’s extended family or community in any of the following situations: 


(i) in the context of a court proceeding for a supervision order under clause 51 (2) (c), paragraph | or 4 of subsection 
57 (1) or subsection 65 (1) of the Act, 


(11) in the context of a court proceeding for an order relating to the custody of the child, or 
(111) where the person having charge of the child agrees to the placement. 


(2) Ifa society proposes or is apprised of a plan to place a child with a relative or member of his or her extended family or 
community before the placement occurs, the society shall follow the procedures set out in section 7. 


(3) Ifa society is apprised of a plan to place a child with a relative or member of his or her extended family or community 
after the child has begun living with that person, the society shall follow the procedures set out in section 8. 


6. If a society proposes or is apprised of a placement plan in the circumstances described in subsection 5 (1) and the plan 
relates to the placement of a child who is an Indian or native child, a child protection worker shall, 


(a) use his or her best efforts to consult with the child’s band or native community respecting the placement of the child 
before beginning to follow the procedures set out in section 7 or 8; and 


(b) if the consultation with the band or native community does not occur before the procedures set out in section 7 or 8 are 
begun, continue to use his or her best efforts to carry out the consultation after the procedures are begun. 


7. (1) Before a child is placed in the care of a relative or member of the child’s extended family or community, the society 
shall conduct an evaluation of the proposed plan for the care of the child to determine whether the person is capable of 
providing the child with a safe home environment. 


(2) In an evaluation under subsection (1), the society shall use its best efforts to ensure that all of the following procedures 
are completed: 
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1. A child protection worker shall obtain information, 


i. as to the identity of every person who is 18 years of age or older and resides in the home in which the child will 
be placed, and 


il. as to the nature of the relationship between the child and every person referred to in subparagraph 1. 
2. A child protection worker shall meet with the proposed primary caregiver and conduct an interview of the caregiver. 


3. A child protection worker shall meet in private with the child who will be placed and conduct an interview appropriate 
to the child’s age and developmental capacity. 


4. A child protection worker or a person designated by the society shall conduct an assessment of the home environment, 
including an assessment of the physical aspects of the home. 


5. A child protection worker shall conduct a review of the society’s record and files for information relating to any 
person who is 18 years of age or older and resides in the home in which the child will be placed. 


(3) As soon as practicable but no later than 30 days after completing the evaluation under subsection (1), a child protection 
worker shall document the evaluation. 


(4) After the child is placed in the care of a relative or member of the child’s extended family or community, the society 
shall use its best efforts to ensure that the following procedures and practices are followed: 


1. Within seven days of being apprised that the placement has occurred, a child protection worker shall, 
i. conduct a home visit to the home in which the child was placed, 


ii. shall meet in private with the child and conduct an interview appropriate to the child’s age and developmental 
capacity, and 


111. contact every person who is 18 years of age or older and resides in the home in order to obtain the person’s 
consent to a criminal record check and to the disclosure of information by any children’s aid society or any child 
protection authority in a jurisdiction outside Ontario. 


2. As soon as practicable but no later than seven days after the society obtains the consent requested of a person under 
subparagraph | 111, the society shall, 


i. make a request to the appropriate authority in any jurisdiction in which the person has resided for a verification of 
the person’s criminal record, and 


1. if the person has resided in the past in an area outside of the society’s jurisdiction, make a request to any 
children’s aid society in Ontario or any child protection authority outside Ontario for any information or records 
they may have relating to the person. 


3. As soon as practicable but no later than seven days after the information requested under paragraph 2 is received, the 
society shall review the information and document any decisions and actions it proposes to take with respect to the 
information. 


4. Within 30 days of being apprised that the placement has occurred, a child protection worker shall, 
1. conduct a second home visit to the home in which the child was placed, 


1. shall meet in private with the child and conduct an interview appropriate to the child’s age and developmental 
capacity, 


li. conduct an interview with the primary caregiver, and 
iv. ensure that the placement plan relating to the child is reviewed by a children’s aid society’s supervisor. 


(5) Within seven days of receiving a request for information from another society under subparagraph 2 11 of subsection 
(4), a society shall respond to the request and the response shall indicate whether or not any information relating to the person 
specified in the request exists in the society’s files or records. 


8. (1) If a society is apprised of a plan to place a child with a relative or member of his or her extended family or 
community after the child has begun living with that person, the society shall, 


(a) conduct an evaluation of the placement to determine whether the person is providing the child with a safe home 
environment and is capable of continuing to do so; and 


(b) use its best efforts to ensure that the procedures set out in subsections (4), (5) and (6) are followed after the evaluation 
is complete. 
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(2) In an evaluation under clause (1) (a), the society shall use its best efforts to ensure that as soon as practicable but no 
later than seven days after a society is apprised of the fact that a child has been placed with a relative or member of his or her 
extended family or community, 


(a) all of the procedures set out in subsection 7 (2), with necessary modifications, are completed; and 


(b) a child protection worker shall contact every person who is 18 years of age or older and resides in the home in order to 
obtain the person’s consent to a criminal record check and to the disclosure of information by any children’s aid 
society or any child protection authority in a jurisdiction outside Ontario. 


(3) As soon as practicable but no later than 30 days after completing the procedures for an evaluation under clause (2) (a), 
the child protection worker shall document the evaluation. 


(4) As soon as practicable, but no later than seven days, after the society obtains the consent requested of a person under 
clause (2) (b), the society shall, 


(a) make a request to the appropriate authority in any jurisdiction in which the person has resided for a verification of the

(4) After the review, the insurer shall give the person a notice of determination with respect to the review. 


(5) If the insurer required an examination under section 65, the insurer shall give the notice of determination required 
under subsection (4) within 14 days after receiving the report of the examination. 


(6) The notice of determination shall state, 


(a) that the insurer shall continue to pay a weekly loss of earning capacity benefit in the same amount as the person’s 
current benefit, if the insurer determines there has been no material change in the ability of the person to earn the 
amount that is being used for the purpose of determining the person’s residual earning capacity; or 


(b) that the insurer will pay the person a weekly loss of earning capacity benefit, as determined in accordance with section 
28, based on the insurer’s determination of the person’s current residual earning capacity, as determined in accordance 
with section 30, if clause (a) does not apply. 


(7) A notice of determination described in clause (6) (b) shall include, 

(a) the type of employment that the insurer has determined will best satisfy the criteria set out in subsection 30 (2); 
(b) the person’s residual earning capacity, as determined by the insurer in accordance with section 30; 

(c) the reasons for the insurer’s determinations described in clauses (a) and (b); and 


(d) the amount of weekly loss of earning capacity benefit, if any, payable to the person, as determined by the insurer in 
accordance with section 28. 


(8) Sections 28 to 30 apply, with necessary modifications, for the purposes of adjusting the amount of the weekly loss of 
earning capacity benefits payable to a person. 


(9) An insurer shall not reduce the amount of the weekly loss of earning capacity benefits payable to a person unless,

6. (1) Subject to subsection (2), it is a condition of eligibility for income support that the following members of a benefit 
unit complete a participation agreement under the Ontario Works Act, 1997 and comply with Part III of Ontario Regulation 
134/98 (General) made under that Act as though they were a participant to whom that Part applies: 


1. A dependent adult. 
2. A spouse other than a spouse who has been determined to be a person with a disability under section 4 of the Act or a 
person who is a member of a prescribed class described under section 4. 
(2) Subsection (1) does not apply to a dependent adult or a spouse if he or she satisfies the Director, 


(a) that he or she is participating in one or more activities to assist the dependent adult or spouse become and stay 
employed or increase his or her income from employment and that compliance with Part HI of Ontario Regulation 
134/98 (General) made under the Ontario Works Act, 1997 will not increase his or her chances of becoming and 
staying employed or increase his or her income from employment, as the case may be;

PRE-EMPTING TRAFFIC CONTROL SIGNAL DEVICES 


Definitions 
1. In this Regulation, 
“public transit vehicle” means, 


(a) a vehicle operated by or on behalf of a municipality under the authority of an operating licence issued under the Public 
Vehicles Act, or 


(b) a bus operated by the Greater Toronto Transit Authority, also known as GO Transit; 


“traffic signal maintenance vehicle” means a vehicle that is used by or on behalf of a road authority to maintain traffic control 
signal systems. 


Exemptions from prohibition 


2. (1) Public transit vehicles are exempt from the prohibition in subsection 79.1 (1) of the Act against pre-empting traffic 
control signal devices. 


(2) Emergency vehicles as defined in section 144 of the Act and vehicles that meet the definition of emergency vehicle in 
section 144 of the Act, except that they are not being used as described in clause (a) or (c) of that definition or their sirens are 
not continuously sounding or they are not emitting intermittent flashes of red light, are exempt from the prohibition in 
subsection 79.1 (1) of the Act against pre-empting traffic control signal devices. 


(3) Traffic signal maintenance vehicles are exempt from the prohibition in subsection 79.1 (1) of the Act against pre- 
empting traffic control signal devices, so long as the pre-empting traffic control signal device is being used only to test traffic 
control signal systems or to test the pre-empting traffic control signal device. 


Commencement 


3. This Regulation comes into force on the later of February 15, 2006 and the day this Regulation is filed.

1990, which is available at or through the Authority at its head office located at 100 Whiting Avenue, Oshawa, 
Ontario, L1H 3T3, 


(11) the predicted long term stable slope projected from the existing stable toe of the slope or from the predicted 
location of the toe of the slope as that location may have shifted as a result of shoreline erosion over a 100-year 
period, 


(111) where a dynamic beach is associated with the waterfront lands, the appropriate allowance inland to accommodate 
dynamic beach movement shown in the right-hand column of Table 7.1 of the document entitled “Lake Ontario 
Shoreline Management Plan”, December 1990, which is available at or through the Authority at the address given 
in subclause (i), and 


(iv) 15 metres inland; 


river or stream valleys that have depressional features associated with a river or stream, whether or not they contain a 
watercourse, the limits of which are determined in accordance with the following rules: 


(1) where the river or stream valley is apparent and has stable slopes, the valley extends from the stable top of bank, 
plus 15 metres, to a similar point on the opposite side, 


(11) where the river or stream valley is apparent and has unstable slopes, the valley extends from the predicted long 
term stable slope projected from the existing stable slope or, if the toe of the slope is unstable, from the predicted 
location of the toe of the slope as a result of stream erosion over a projected 100-year period, plus 15 metres, to a 
similar point on the opposite side, 


(111) where the river or stream valley is not apparent, the valley extends the greater of, 


(A) the distance from a point outside the edge of the maximum extent of the flood plain under the applicable 
flood event standard, plus 15 metres, to a similar point on the opposite side, and 


(B) the distance from the predicted meander belt of a watercourse, expanded as required to convey the flood 
flows under the applicable flood event standard, plus 15 metres, to a similar point on the opposite side; 


hazardous lands;

other areas where development could interfere with the hydrologic function of a wetland, including areas within 120 
metres of all provincially significant wetlands and wetlands greater than 2 hectares in size, and areas within 30 metres 
of wetlands less than 2 hectares in size, but not including those where development has been approved pursuant to an 
application made under the Planning Act or other public planning or regulatory process.

Permission to develop 


3. (1) The Authority may grant permission for development in or on the areas described in subsection 2 (1) if, in its 
opinion, the control of flooding, erosion, dynamic beaches, pollution or the conservation of land will not be affected by the 
development. 


(2) The permission of the Authority shall be given in writing, with or without conditions. 


Application for permission 


4. A signed application for permission to undertake development shall be filed with the Authority and shall contain the 
following information: 


1. Four copies of a plan of the area showing the type and location of the development. 

2. The proposed use of the buildings and structures following completion of the development. 
3. The start and completion dates of the development. 
4 


. The elevations of existing buildings, if any, and grades and the proposed elevations of buildings and grades after 
development. 


5. Drainage details before and after development. 
6. A complete description of the type of fill proposed to be placed or dumped. 
Alterations prohibited 


5. Subject to section 6, no person shall straighten, change, divert or interfere in any way with the existing channel of a 
river, creek, stream or watercourse or change or interfere in any way with a wetland. 


Permission to alter 


6. (1) The Authority may grant a person permission to straighten, change, divert or interfere with the existing channel of a 
river, creek, stream or watercourse or to change or interfere with a wetland. 


(2) The permission of the Authority shall be given in writing, with or without conditions. 
Application for permission 


7. A signed application for permission to straighten, change, divert or interfere with the existing channel of a river, creek, 
stream or watercourse or change or interfere with a wetland shall be filed with the Authority and shall contain the following 
information: 


1. Four copies of a plan of the area showing plan view and cross-section details of the proposed alteration. 
2. A description of the methods to be used in carrying out the alteration. 
3. The start and completion dates of the alteration. 
4. A statement of the purpose of the alteration. 
Cancellation of permission 


8. (1) The Authority may cancel a permission if it is of the opinion that the conditions of the permission have not been 
met. 


(2) Before cancelling a permission, the Authority shall give a notice of intent to cancel to the holder of the permission 
indicating that the permission will be cancelled unless the holder shows cause at a hearing why the permission should not be 
cancelled. 


(3) Following the giving of the notice, the Authority shall give the holder at least five days notice of the date of the 
hearing. 


Validity of permissions and extensions 


9. (1) A permission of the Authority is valid for a maximum period of 24 months after it is issued, unless it is specified to 
expire at an earlier date. 


(2) A permission shall not be extended. 


Appointment of officers 


10. The Authority may appoint officers to enforce this Regulation. 
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Flood event standards 


11. (1) The applicable flood event standards used to determine the maximum susceptibility to flooding of lands or areas 
within the watersheds in the area of jurisdiction of the Authority are the Hurricane Hazel Flood Event Standard, the 100 Year 
Flood Event Standard and the 100 Year flood level plus wave uprush, described in the Schedule. 


(2) The Hurricane Hazel Flood Event Standard applies to all watersheds within the area of jurisdiction of the Authority 
except for, 


(a) Pringle Creek and Darlington Creek where the 100 Year Flood Event Standard applies; and 
(b) Lake Ontario in the Great Lakes-St. Lawrence River System where the 100 Year flood level plus wave uprush applies. 
Areas included in the Regulation Limit 


12. Hazardous lands, wetlands, shorelines and areas susceptible to flooding, and associated allowances, within the 
watersheds in the area of jurisdiction of the Authority are delineated by the Regulation Limit shown on maps | to 31 dated 
May 2005 and filed at the head office of the Authority at 100 Whiting Avenue, Oshawa, Ontario under the map title “Ontario 
Regulation 97/04: Regulation for Development, Interference with Wetlands and Alterations to Shorelines and Watercourses”’. 


SCHEDULE 
1. The Hurricane Hazel Flood Event Standard means a storm that produces over a 48-hour period, 
(a) in a drainage area of 25 square kilometres or less, rainfall that has the distribution set out in Table 1; or 


(b) in a drainage area of more than 25 square kilometres, rainfall such that the number of millimetres of rain referred to in 
each case in Table | shall be modified by the percentage amount shown in Column 2 of Table 2 opposite the size of 
the drainage area set out opposite thereto in Column 1 of Table 2.

NOTICE OF PROPOSED REGULATION 
Personal Health Information Protection Act, 2004 


The Minister of Health and Long-Term Care on behalf of the 
Government of Ontario invites public comments on a regulation 
proposed to be made under the Personal Health Information Protection 
Act, 2004 (“PHIPA”). 


PHIPA came into force on November 1, 2004. Ontario Regulation 329/04, 
“General,” made under PHIPA also came into force on November 1, 2004. 


The Government is proposing a regulation to amend Regulation 329/04. 
The Act requires that the Minister publish a notice of the proposed 
regulation and allow 60 days for public comment, after which the 
Minister reports to the Lieutenant Governor in Council, who may then 
finalize the regulation with or without changes. 


Content of Proposed Regulation 


The proposed regulation would make a number of minor housekeeping 
amendments to the existing regulation under PHIPA, Regulation 329/04, 
including the following: 


e Amendments to s.1 of Regulation 329/04 (‘Definitions’) to clarify 
that: 


e the “officer in charge” of a psychiatric facility within the 
meaning of the Mental Health Act may be treated as the health 
information custodian in respect of the facility, together with the 
corporation that operates the facility, for the purposes of PHIPA, 
thus streamlining the interaction of PHIPA with the Mental 
Health Act; 


© destruction of a record of personal health information under 
PHIPA may only be done in such a manner that the 
reconstruction of the record is not reasonably foreseeable in the 
circumstances; 


® the provision of PHIPA [s.36(1)(b)] that allows a health 
information custodian to collect personal health information 
indirectly for health care purposes, without patient consent, 
where it is not otherwise reasonably possible to collect personal 
health information that can be reasonably relied on as “accurate”, 
applies where the information cannot otherwise be reasonably 
relied on as being correct and sufficient for the purposes for 
which the information is reasonably required; 


e a health information custodian may use the name and contact 
information of a person’s substitute decision-maker for the 
purpose of seeking the person’s or substitute decision maker’s 
consent under s.37(1)(g) of the Act; 


e for the purposes of s. 43(1)(f) of PHIPA, a health information 
custodian is considered to be subject to the Freedom of 
Information and Protection of Privacy Act or the Municipal 
Freedom of Information and Protection of Privacy Act if the 
custodian is an institution under one of those Acts or if the 
custodian acts as part of such an institution; and 


e the PHIPA provision [s. 51(3)] referring access requests 
regarding a health information custodian that is acting as an 
agent of an institution under Freedom of Information and 
Protection of Privacy Act or Municipal Freedom of Information 
and Protection of Privacy Act to the institution applies only 
where the health information custodian is a health care 
practitioner, (and a related section is proposed to be added to the 
Regulation 329/04, as section 24.1, to permit the agent to provide 
the relevant information to the institution to process the request.) 


© Amendments to s. 3 of Regulation 329/04 (‘Health Information 
Custodians’ ) to: 


e provide that public health laboratories established under s. 79 of 
the Health Protection and Promotion Act, which are deemed to 
be a single health information custodian, have the Director of 
Laboratories Branch as their head; 


e prescribe as a health information custodian with respect to all of 
its functions the Ontario Air Ambulance Services Corporation; 


© prescribe as a health information custodian a municipality that 
operates a communications service within the meaning of the 
Ambulance Act with respect to all of its functions in operating the 
communications service; and 


e prescribe as a health information custodian any person who takes 
over the complete custody or control of records of personal 
health information due to the bankruptcy or insolvency of a 
health information custodian. 
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e Amendment to s. 5 of Regulation 329/04 to clarify that: 


e inthe event of a conflict between PHIPA and the Trillium Gift of 
Life Network Act the person authorized to make information 
decisions incidental to a decision about a gift under the 
provisions of the Trillium Gift of Life Network Act has priority 
over any other PHIPA substitute decision-maker; and 


e in the event of a conflict between PHIPA and s. 44(3) of the 
Social Work and Social Service Work Act, 1998, which prohibits 
the naming of a client in a report required to be made under that 
section without the client’s consent, s. 44(3) of the Social Work 
and Social Service Work Act, 1998 prevails. 


e Amendment adding a new section to Regulation 329/04 to require a 
health information custodian and one or more agents of that 
custodian who are providing a patient’s personal health information 
to each other for health care purposes to notify each other when not 
all the personal health information required for the purposes of 
providing health care is being provided, as a result of a patient’s 
express instruction to limit the provision of such information, 
consistent with the requirement for disclosures between separate 
custodians for health care purposes in the Act. 


e Amendment to s.10 of Regulation 329/04, regarding the collection, 
use and disclosure of personal health information for fundraising 
purposes, allowing a health information custodian to assume an 
individual’s implied consent to use and disclose the individual’s 
name and specified contact information for the purpose of 
fundraising activities where the health information custodian 
collected the personal health information before November 1, 2004, 
unless the custodian is aware that the individual has expressly 
withheld or withdrawn the consent, and making minor editorial 
changes to improve the clarity of the provision. 


e Amendment to s.11 of Regulation 329/04 to permit a person who 
conducts health research to collect and use health numbers to the 
extent that the individual to whom the number was issued has 
provided a valid consent to the collection and use of the number for 
that purpose. 


e A technical amendment to s. 12[2] of Regulation 329/04 to remove a 
redundant clause. 


e Amendment to s.13 of Regulation 329/04 to remove London Health 
Sciences Center in respect of the Ontario Joint Replacement Registry 
from the list of persons prescribed under s. 39(1)(c) and to add North 
York General Hospital in respect of the Ontario Genetic Screening 
and Testing Database and the Hospital for Sick Children in respect 
of the Fetal Alert Network. 


e Amendment to s.13 of Regulation 329/04 to provide for the approval 
of the practices and procedures of persons prescribed under s. 39(1)(c) 
by the Information and Privacy Commissioner every three years. 


e Amendment to Regulation 329/04 adding a section clarifying that a 
health information custodian must provide a written notice to an 
individual if an access request is denied on the grounds that the record 
is excluded from Part V of the Act which deals with access nights. 


e Amendment to Regulation 329/04 to prescribe the maximum amount 
of fees that a health information custodian may charge an individual 
in making a record of personal health information or part of it 
available to the individual or providing a copy of it to the individual 
under Part V of PHIPA.

(General) 


Note: Ontario Regulation 329/04 has not previously been amended. 
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1. Section 1 of Ontario Regulation 329/04 is amended by adding 
the following subsections: 


(3.1) For the purposes of subparagraph 4 i of the definition of “health 
information custodian” in subsection 3 (1) of the Act, a “person who 
operates” a psychiatric facility within the meaning of the Mental Health 
Act includes the officer in charge of the facility within the meaning of 
the Mental Health Act. 


(5.1) For the purposes of subsection 13 (1) of the Act, “disposed of in 
a secure manner” does not include destruction of a record of personal 
health information unless the record is destroyed in such a manner that 
the reconstruction of the record is not reasonably foreseeable in the 
circumstances.

1. Section 1.7 of the Code is amended by adding the following 
paragraph at the end of the section: 


Section 6.7 of the Code and the amendment to section 4.2 of the “Micro- 
Embedded Load Displacement Generation Facility Connection 
Agreement” in Appendix E of the Code, made by the Board on February 
1, 2006 come into force on February 10, 2006. 


2. Section 6 of the Code is amended by adding a new section 6.7 as 
follows: 


6.7 Net Metered Generators 
6.7.1 In this section 6.7: 


“eligible generator” in respect of a distributor means a 
customer of a distributor that mects the criteria set out in 
section 7(1) of the Net Metering Regulation; 


“net metered generator” means an eligible generator to whom 
net metering has been made available by a distributor; and 


“Net Metering Regulation’ means the Net Metering 
Regulation, O. Reg. 541/05. 


6.7.2 A distributor shall, upon request, make net metering available 
to eligible generators in its licensed service area in accordance 
with the Net Metering Regulation, on a first-come first-served 
basis, unless the cumulative generation capacity from net 
metered generators in its licensed service area equals one 
percent of the distributor’s annual maximum peak load for the 
distributor’s licensed service area, averaged over three years, as 
determined by the Board from time to time. 


6.7.3 A distributor shall bill a net metered generator on a net 
metering basis in accordance with the Net Metering 
Regulation provided that the net metered generator meets the 
requirements of section 2(2) of the Net Metering Regulation. 


6.7.4 A distributor may, upon request, make net metering available 
to additional eligible generators in its licensed service area 
and may bill them on a net metering basis when the 
cumulative maximum generation capacity from net metered 
generators in its licensed service area exceeds one percent of 
the distributor's annual maximum peak load for the 
distributor’s licensed service area, averaged over three years, 
as referred to in section 6.7.2.

GENERAL 


Interpretation 
1. (1) In this Regulation, 


“specialty tobacco products” includes tobacco products and tobacco product accessories, but does not include cigarettes 
within the meaning of the Tobacco Tax Act and the regulations under that Act; (“produits du tabac de spécialité’’) 


“tobacco product accessories” means products that may be used in the consumption of a tobacco product, including a 
humidor, pipe, cigarette holder, cigar clip, lighter and matches. (“accessoires de produits du tabac’’) 


(2) For the purposes of sections 13 and 14, 


“roof” means a physical barrier of any size, whether temporary or permanent, that covers an area or place or any part of an 
area or place, and that is capable of excluding rain or impeding airflow, or both. 


(3) For the purposes of section 14, 


“wall” means a physical barrier of any size, capable of excluding rain or capable of impeding airflow, or both, including a 
moveable or temporary barrier. 


Signs 


2. All signs required to be posted under the Act and regulations shall be posted in a conspicuous manner and shall not be 
obstructed from view. 


Identification of persons to be at least 19 


3. (1) For the purposes of subsection 3 (3) of the Act, an item of identification is prescribed if it includes a photograph of 
the person, states his or her date of birth, and reasonably appears to have been issued by a government. 


(2) Without limiting the generality of subsection (1), the item of identification may be any of the types prescribed in 
subsection (3). 


(3) The following types of identification are prescribed for the purpose of subsection 3 (3) of the Act: 
1. A driver’s licence issued by the Province of Ontario with a photograph of the person to whom the licence is issued. 
2. A Canadian passport. 
3. A Canadian citizenship card with a photograph of the person to whom the card is issued. 
4. A Canadian Armed Forces identification card. 
5. A photo card issued by the Liquor Control Board of Ontario. 
Display exemptions for tobacconists 


4. (1) For the purposes of section 3.1 of the Act, a tobacconist is a retail establishment that is registered with the Ministry 
of Health Promotion as a tobacconist and where, 
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(a) at least 50 per cent of the establishment’s total sales for the previous 12 months is from specialty tobacco products; or 


(b) if the retail establishment has been in operation for less than 12 months, at least 50 per cent of the establishment’s total 
inventory purchases for the time it has been in existence consists of specialty tobacco products or at least 50 per cent 
of the total sales for the time it has been in existence consists of specialty tobacco products. 


(2) A retailer who sells tobacco products at a tobacconist is exempt from subsections 3.1 (1) and (2) of the Act only with 
respect to the display of specialty tobacco products at that tobacconist, subject to the following conditions: 


1. The retailer shall not permit a person who is less than 19 years old to enter the tobacconist unless the person is 
accompanied by a person who is at least 19 years old. For the purposes of this paragraph, a person who appears to be 
less than 25 years old is deemed to be less than 19 years old unless the proprietor of the tobacconist has required the 
person to provide identification and is satisfied that the person is at least 19 years old. 


2. Customers of the tobacconist can enter the tobacconist only from the outdoors or from the areas of an enclosed 
shopping mall that are, 


i. open to the public, 
ii. common to most of the retail establishments or other businesses within the mall, and 
111. not part of a retail establishment or other business within the mall. 
3. The tobacconist must not be a thoroughfare. 
Display exemptions for duty free retailers 


5. A retailer who sells tobacco products at a duty free shop as defined in subsection 2 (1) of the Customs Act (Canada) is 
exempt from subsections 3.1 (1) and (2) of the Act in respect of sales of tobacco products at the duty free shop, subject to the 
following conditions: 


1. Tobacco products and tobacco product accessories are not visible from outside the duty free shop. 


2. Customers of the duty free shop can enter the duty free shop only from the outdoors or from the areas of an enclosed 
shopping mall that are, 


1. open to the public, 
11. common to most of the retail establishments or other businesses within the mall, and 
ill. not part of a retail establishment or other business within the mall. 
3. The duty free shop must not be a thoroughfare. 
Display exemptions for manufacturers 
6. (1) For the purposes of this section, a manufacturer of tobacco products is a person who, 
(a) manufactures, fabricates or produces tobacco products for distribution, sale or storage in Ontario; and 
(b) holds a manufacturer’s registration certificate under section 7 of the Tobacco Tax Act. 


(2) For the purposes of this section, a manufacturer includes any entity that is associated with a manufacturer, including an 
entity that controls or is controlled by the manufacturer or that is controlled by the same entity that controls the manufacturer. 


(3) A manufacturer of tobacco products is exempt from section 3.1 of the Act in respect of a place where tobacco products 
are manufactured, fabricated or produced by the manufacturer, subject to the following conditions: 


1. The place is registered with the Ministry of Health Promotion for the purposes of the exemption. 


2. The manufacturer shall not permit a person who is less than 19 years old to enter the place unless the person is 
accompanied by a person who is at least 19 years old. For the purposes of this paragraph, a person who appears to be 
less than 25 years old is deemed to be less than 19 years old unless the manufacturer has required the person to provide 
identification and is satisfied that the person is at least 19 years old. 


3. Tobacco products and tobacco product accessories are not visible from outside the place. 
4. Customers can enter the place only from the outdoors or from the areas of an enclosed shopping mall that are, 
1. open to the public, 
11. common to most of the retail establishments or other businesses within the mall, and 
ill. not part of a retail establishment or other business within the mall. 


5. The place must not be a thoroughfare. 
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Promotion of tobacco products 


7. For the purposes of subsection 3.1 (3) of the Act, a sign in any place where tobacco products are sold or offered for sale 
that refers to tobacco products or tobacco product accessories, or both, is “promotional material” if the sign is not required to 
be displayed in the place by the Act or this Regulation and one or more of the following applies: 


1. The text of the sign is visible from outside the place where tobacco products are sold or offered for sale. 

2. The size of the sign exceeds 968 square centimetres. 

3. The background of the sign is a colour other than white, and the text of the sign is a colour other than black. 
4 


. The sign includes text or a graphic that identifies or reflects a brand of tobacco or tobacco-related product, or of any 
element of such a brand. 


5. The sign is one of more than three signs in the place that refer to tobacco products or tobacco product accessories or 
both and that are not required to be displayed in the place by the Act or this Regulation. 


Prohibition of sale in designated places 


8. For the purposes of paragraph 10 of subsection 4 (2) of the Act, premises licensed under the Independent Health 
Facilities Act are places that belong to a prescribed class. 


Packaging requirements 


9. For the purposes of subsection 5 (1) of the Act, tobacco must be packaged in accordance with the requirements under 
the Tobacco Act (Canada) and the regulations made under that Act and the package must bear or contain the information 
required under that Act and those regulations. 


Signs — age restriction and health warning 


10. (1) For the purposes of section 6 of the Act, a person who sells or offers to sell tobacco at retail shall post the sign 
described in subsection (2) at any location where tobacco is sold or supplied in a place where the sign is clearly visible to the 
person who sells or supplies the tobacco and to the person to whom the tobacco is sold or supplied. 


(2) The sign referred to in subsection (1) shall, 
(a) be 18 centimetres in height and 35 centimetres in width; 
(b) have a red background with black text and white text; 


(c) bear the words “Tobacco products are addictive and kill 1 out of every 2 long-term smokers. It is illegal to sell or 
supply them to anyone under 19 years of age.” in English, or “Les produits du tabac créent une dépendance et tuent | 
fumeur sur 2 a long terme.

Signs — identification 


11. (1) For the purposes of section 6 of the Act, a person who sells or offers to sell tobacco at retail shall post the sign 
described in subsection (2) at any location where tobacco is sold or supplied in a place where the sign is clearly visible to the 
person who sells or supplies the tobacco and to the person to whom the tobacco is sold or supplied. 


(2) The sign referred to in subsection (1) shall, 
(a) be 9 centimetres in height and 18 centimetres in width; 
(b) have a red background with black text and white text; 


(c) bear the words “Government I.D. with a photo and birth date must be shown when requested. You must be 19 or older 
to purchase tobacco products.” in English or “Une piéce d’identité avec photo et date de naissance fournie par le 
gouvernement doit étre présentée sur demande.

A private hospital within the meaning of the Private Hospitals Act. 
. A psychiatric facility within the meaning of the Mental Health Act. 
A nursing home as defined in the Nursing Homes Act. 


An approved charitable home for the aged under the Charitable Institutions Act.

A home as defined in the Homes for the Aged and Rest Homes Act. 
7. An independent health facility licensed under the Independent Health Facilities Act. 
Bar and restaurant patios 


13. For the purposes of paragraph 7 of subsection 9 (2) of the Act, a place or area is prescribed if it meets all of the 
following conditions: 


1. The public is ordinarily invited or permitted access to the place or area, either expressly or by implication, whether or 
not a fee is charged for entry, or the place or area is worked in or frequented by employees during the course of their 
employment whether or not they are acting in the course of their employment at the time. 


2. The place or area has a roof. 


3. Food or drink is served or sold or offered for consumption in the place or area, or the place or area is part of or 
operated in conjunction with a place or area where food or drink is served or sold or offered. 


4. The place or area is not primarily a private dwelling. 
Smoking shelters 


14. For the purposes of paragraph 7 of subsection 9 (2) of the Act, a place or area is prescribed if it meets all of the 
following conditions: 


1. The public is ordinarily invited or permitted access to the place or area, either expressly or by implication, whether or 
not a fee is charged for entry, or the place or area is worked in or frequented by employees during the course of their 
employment whether or not they are acting in the course of their employment at the time. 


2. The place or area has a roof and more than two walls. 
3. The place or area is not primarily a private dwelling. 
Employer obligations 


15. (1) For the purposes of clause 9 (3) (c) and section 10 of the Act, an employer shall place the sign described in 
subsection (2) at each entrance and exit of the enclosed workplace in appropriate locations and in sufficient numbers to 
ensure that employees and the public are aware that no smoking is permitted in the enclosed workplace. 


(2) The sign referred to in subsection (1) shall, 
(a) be 10 centimetres in height and 10 centimetres in width; 
(b) have a white background and have a graphic of the international no smoking symbol; 


(c) have the Trillium and Smoke-Free Ontario logos shown on the representation of the sign accessible through the 
website of the Ministry of Health Promotion at hitpy/yvww.mbp.gov.en.ca/english/health/smoke free/sign intl or 
hitp://+www.mibp.gov_ on.ca/french/health/smoke free/affiche intl; and 





(d) be in the format shown on the representation of the sign accessible through that website. 


(3) For the purposes of clause 9 (3) (f) of the Act, an employer must ensure that any room that is designated under 
paragraph 2 of subsection 9 (7), (8) or (9) of the Act or paragraph 3 of subsection 9 (10) of the Act meets the requirements for 
the room set out in the Act and section 18 of this Regulation. 


Procedure for employees 


16. For the purposes of subsection 9 (5) of the Act, subsections 50 (2) to (8) of the Occupational Health and Safety Act 
apply with necessary modifications when an employee complains that subsection 9 (4) of the Act has been contravened. 


Proprietor obligations 


17. (1) For the purposes of clause 9 (6) (c) and section 10 of the Act, a proprietor shall place the sign described in 
subsection (2) at each entrance and exit of the enclosed public place, place or area in appropriate locations and in sufficient 
numbers to ensure that the public are aware that no smoking is permitted in the enclosed public place, place or area. 
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(2) The sign referred to in subsection (1) shall, 
(a) be 10 centimetres in height and 10 centimetres in width; 
(b) have a white background and have a graphic of the international no smoking symbol; 


(c) have the Trillium and Smoke-Free Ontario logos shown on the representation of the sign accessible through the 
website of the Ministry of Health Promotion at hitp:/Avww.mhp.gov.on.ca/english/health/smoke free/sign intl or 
http:/Avww.anhp.gov.on.ca/french/health/smoke_free/affiche intl; and 








(d) be in the format shown on the representation of the sign accessible through that website. 


(3) For the purposes of clause 9 (6) (f) of the Act, the proprietor must ensure that any room that is designated under 
paragraph 2 of subsection 9 (7), (8) or (9) of the Act or paragraph 3 of subsection 9 (10) of the Act meet the requirements for 
the room set out in the Act and section 18 of this Regulation. 


Controlled smoking areas 


18. (1) For the purposes of subsections 9 (7), (8) and (9) of the Act, the following are the requirements for a controlled 
smoking area if a proprietor or employer chooses to operate a controlled smoking area: 


1. The controlled smoking area must be enclosed and separated from the rest of the building and must not be a 
thoroughfare. 


2. The controlled smoking area must be set aside specifically for the purpose of smoking. 


3. The controlled smoking area must be registered with the Minister by the proprietor of the controlled smoking area and 
by the employer of the workers who maintain the controlled smoking area. 


4. The proprietor of the controlled smoking area and the employer of the workers who maintain the controlled smoking 
area shall ensure that maintenance checks of the controlled smoking area are conducted in accordance with Schedule 1. 


5. The controlled smoking area shall comply with all the applicable codes and standards, and, where the requirements of 
the applicable codes and standards conflict with the requirements in this Regulation, the requirements of the applicable 
codes and standards shall prevail. The existing fire separations and other life safety systems shall be maintained or 
upgraded as required based on the new usage of the space. 


6. The controlled smoking area must be cleaned daily. There shall be no smoking in the controlled smoking area for two 
hours before custodial staff enter the controlled smoking area and while custodial staff are cleaning the controlled 
smoking area. A sign shall be posted outside the controlled smoking area indicating the hours during which smoking 
is not permitted in the controlled smoking area. 


7. The controlled smoking area must be equipped with a separate ventilation system that supplies a minimum ventilation 
rate of 30 litres per second per person for the maximum permitted occupancy of the controlled smoking area and that 
exhausts to the exterior of the building. 


8. The controlled smoking area must meet the requirements set out in Schedule 2. 


(2) If a controlled smoking area in the facility is set aside for the purpose of smoking and for the purpose of carrying on 
another activity, there must be another area in the facility that is of a size equal to or greater than the area of the controlled 
smoking area and in which smoking is not permitted and in which the other activity may be carried on. 


(3) If a controlled smoking area in the facility is set aside for the purpose of smoking, the proprietor of the facility and the 
employer of the workers in the facility shall post the sign described in subsection (4) and the sign described in subsection (5) 
outside any entrance to the controlled smoking area. 


(4) The first sign referred to in subsection (3) shall, 
(a) be 10 centimetres in height and 10 centimetres in width; 
(b) have a white background with a red border and black text; 


(c) bear the words “You have to live here to smoke here. And due to the grave health effects of second-hand smoke, 
employees are not required to enter.” in English or “Vous devez vivre ici pour fumer ici.

(5) The second sign referred to in subsection (3) shall indicate the maximum permitted occupancy of the controlled 
smoking area. 
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(6) Subject to subsection (7), the requirements of paragraphs 4 and 8 of subsection (1) do not apply to a controlled 
smoking area before June 30, 2006. 


(7) The requirements of paragraphs 4 and 8 of subsection (1) do not apply to a controlled smoking area until December 31, 
2006, if the proprietor of the controlled smoking area has submitted plans to the Minister on or before June 30, 2006, 
indicating that the proprietor shall meet those requirements on or before December 31, 2006. 


Supportive housing residence 


19. For the purposes of subparagraph | v of subsection 9 (7) of the Act, “supportive housing residence” includes homes 
for special care licensed under the Homes for Special Care Act. 


Psychiatric facilities 
20. For the purposes of paragraph | of subsection 9 (8) of the Act, the following psychiatric facilities are designated: 
1. A psychiatric facility that is designated under the Mental Hospitals Act as a facility to which that Act applies. 


2. A psychiatric facility under the Mental Health Act that was formerly designated under the Mental Hospitals Act as a 
facility to which the Mental Hospitals Act applies and that became a division or other part of another facility as a result 
of the implementation of a plan for the restructuring of hospital services.

Signs — hotels, motels, inns

post the sign described in subsection (2) in every guest room that has not been designated under paragraph 3 of subsection 9

A quarterly routine maintenance or maintenance as recommended by the equipment manufacturer, whichever is more 
frequent, and further maintenance as appropriate given the use of the system, including but not limited to changing the 
filter, checking and maintaining the motors, refrigeration system, heating system, and control system, and cleaning the 
coils and heat recovery system.

STRUCTURE AND FURNISHINGS 


. The controlled smoking area shall be constructed with smoke sealed floor to slab partitions or sealed partitions with 


gypsum board ceilings. Floor to ceiling partitions with any permeable material, including but not limited to acoustic 
tiles, shall not be used. 


. The controlled smoking area shall be provided with a pressurized vestibule, having minimum dimensions of 1.8 metres 


in width and 2.4 metres in length, with two sets of doors with electric operators and door sweeps. 


. The controlled smoking area shall not contain soft fabric window coverings, carpets, ceiling tiles or soft fabric cover 


furniture. 


. The furniture in the controlled smoking area shall be of non-combustible, non-permeable, durable and easily cleanable 


surface material. 


VENTILATION 


. The controlled smoking area shall be isolated from the other areas of the building and shall have a separate ventilation 


system that operates at all times. No air from the controlled smoking area shall be circulated to the rest of the building. 


. The ventilation system shall provide separate and filtered supply air to the controlled smoking area at a minimum 


ventilation rate of 30 litres per second per person for the maximum permitted occupancy of the controlled smoking 
area. The ventilation system shall heat or cool the supply air to maintain the temperature conditions set out in 
paragraph 8. 


The controlled smoking area shall be maintained at a pressure that is 5 to 7 Pascals less than the pressure in any 
adjoining non-smoking area. The rate of air exhausted from the controlled smoking shall be 10 per cent greater than 
the rate at which air is supplied to the controlled smoking area. 


The controlled smoking area shall be maintained at a temperature of at least 22°C and shall be increased, where 
appropriate, to a maximum of 25.5°C. 


Thermal displacement ventilation shall supply the air at a low level close to the entrance of the controlled smoking 
area at a maximum velocity of 0.20 metres per second. 


The air from the controlled smoking area shall be collected at ceiling level at the end of the area opposite the entrance 
and exhausted to the outside with a minimum velocity of 0.36 metres per second through each exhaust air discharge 
opening. 


. The exhaust air discharge openings for the air that is removed from the controlled smoking area shall be located at 


least 3.6 metres above ground and 6 metres from any opening windows, balconies and air intakes. 


Supply air intakes and exhaust air discharge openings shall be separated horizontally by a minimum of 6 metres. 


. All the equipment for the controlled smoking area must be located in accessible locations. Switches and thermostats 


for the controlled smoking area that are in public areas shall be provided with lockable cages that shall be kept locked, 
and to which only authorized persons have access. 


All duct work shall be of rigid material. Balancing dampers shall be provided on all branch ducts. 


The ventilation system shall be provided with an interlock between air supply and exhaust to ensure continuous 
operation of both systems. 


The ventilation system shall incorporate a heat recovery system to capture the heat from the exhaust air flows. 


The proper installation of the systems in the controlled smoking area must be verified before the controlled smoking 
area is used. All systems shall be balanced by a balancing contractor who is affiliated with the Associated Air Balance 
Council or National Environmental Balancing Bureau and who is not associated with the contractor who built the 
controlled smoking area, the employer of the employees who maintain or clean the controlled smoking area, or the 
proprietor of the controlled smoking area.

Waiver of Payment of Fees 


Pursuant to clause 59.1(b) of the Vital Statistics Act, R.S.O. 1990, c.V.4, 
I, Gerry Phillips, Minister of Government Services, make the following 


Order: 


8) 


The payment of the fee payable under section 3 of Ontario 
Regulation 511/01 for a birth certificate or replacement birth 
certificate is waived for a homeless or marginally-housed 
individual in Ontario whose application for a birth certificate or 
replacement birth certificate is forwarded to the office of the 
Registrar General by a corporation that meets the requirements 
set out in subsection (2) of this Order. 


The corporation referred to in subsection (1) must mect the 
following requirements: 


1. The corporation must be a non-profit corporation. 


2. The corporation must have a mandate to assist homeless or 
marginally-housed individuals in Ontario to obtain a birth 
certificate or replacement birth certificate, in order to assist 
those individuals to access necessary services such as health 
carc, shelter, housing, food, mental health services and social 
assistance. 


3. There must be no other public funding available to the 
corporation for the payment of the fee for the birth certificate 
or replacement birth certificate. 


4. The corporation must be a party to an agreement with the 
Deputy Registrar General for a definite term, under which the 
corporation agrecs that, 


i. the corporation will not seck the waiver of the payment of 
the fee for a birth certificate or replacement birth 
certificate for an individual, unless it believes that the 


individual is homeless or marginally-housed and that the 
individual needs the birth certificate or replacement birth 
certificate in order to assist the individual to access 
necessary services such as health care, shelter, housing, 
food, mental health services and social assistance, 


i. the corporation will not disclose to anyone other than the 
office of the Registrar General the identity of, or any 
other personal information about, an individual whose 
application for a birth certificate or replacement birth 
certificate the corporation forwards to the office of the 
Registrar General, unless the corporation first obtains the 
written consent of the individual or a person authorized to 
consent on behalf of the individual, 


i. the corporation will permit the Deputy Registrar Gencral 
or a person designated by the Deputy Registrar Gencral to 
enter the offices of the corporation for the purpose of 
making inspections and inquirics in order to determine 
whether the corporation is complying with the agreement, 
and 

iv. the Deputy Registrar General may terminate the agreement 
if the Deputy Registrar General believes that the 
corporation does not meet a requirement in paragraph 1, 2 
or 3 or has not complied with subparagraph 1, 11 or 11. 


(3) Subsection (1) of this Order does not waive the payment of any 
surcharge payable under section 8 of Ontario Regulation 511/01. 


(4) This Order comes into force as of March 31, 2006.

CO-OPERATIVE EDUCATION TAX CREDIT 


Definitions 
1. (1) In this Regulation, 

“approved field of study” means, in respect of a qualifying leading edge technology education program, a field of study that, 
in the opinion of the Minister of Finance, leads to a knowledge-based, high value-added activity that contributes to 


economic growth by improving Ontario’s competitive position in the global economy or by creating new jobs or export 
activities and, 
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(a) that involves applied or theoretical research for the advancement of scientific knowledge, but does not include, 


(i) market research or sales promotion, 

(11) quality control or routine testing of materials, devices, products or processes, 

(iii) research in the social sciences or humanities, 

(iv) prospecting, exploring or drilling for or producing minerals, petroleum or natural gas, 
(v) style changes, or 


(vi) routine data collection, or 


(b) requires the development or application of technology and technological processes and, 


(1) promotes continuous innovation, improvement or advancement with the goal of leading to new or improved 
products or services, or 


(11) develops more efficient and effective use of time and resources to improve the way things are done; 


“qualifying co-operative education program” means an educational program or course of study that meets the following 
requirements:

The program or course of study formally integrates students’ academic studies with work placements. 
The program or course of study, 


i. includes work placements, each of which is at least 10 consecutive weeks and at least half of which are 
mandatory, that total not more than 75 per cent of the time spent in required academic study and that include 
mandatory work placements totalling at least 30 per cent of the time spent in required academic study, or 


ii. includes one optional work placement of at least eight consecutive months and not more than 16 consecutive 
months that totals at least 30 per cent and not more than 75 per cent of the time spent in required academic study. 


All optional work placements taken under the program or course of study must be completed before the start of the 
final academic term. 


The program or course of study provides credit towards a post-secondary degree, diploma or certificate granted by an 
eligible educational institution in respect of qualifying co-operative education programs. 


. All optional qualifying co-op work placements taken by a student under the program or course of study are recorded 


on the student’s academic transcripts. 


The Senate, board of governors or other governing body of the eligible educational institution, through its authorized 
delegate, has given to the Director of the Corporations Tax Branch of the Ministry of Finance, or to his or her delegate, 
a document stating that the program or course of study meets the requirements of paragraphs | to 5; 


“qualifying leading edge technology education program” means an educational program, course of study or apprenticeship 
program that meets the following requirements:

The program or course of study is, in the opinion of the Minister of Training, Colleges and Universities or a person or 
persons designated by that Minister, in an approved field of study. 


The program or course of study, if it is not an apprenticeship program, provides credit towards a post-secondary 
degree, diploma or certificate granted by an eligible educational institution in respect of qualifying leading edge 
technology education programs. 


The program, if it is an apprenticeship program, is approved by the Director of Apprenticeship under the 
Apprenticeship and Certification Act, 1998 or the Trades Qualification and Apprenticeship Act and, on completion, 
qualifies the student to receive the appropriate certificate under that Act. 


If the program or course of study is a general arts and science or business program or course of study, the eligible 
educational institution has advised the Ministry of Training, Colleges and Universities that it has reviewed the courses 
taken by the student and determined that the student, 


i. is meeting the requirements for a degree with a principal or joint concentration in a program that, in the opinion 
of the Minister of Training, Colleges and Universities or a person or persons designated by the Minister, is in an 
approved field of study for the student’s year of study, and 


ii. has completed at least two full-year courses or equivalents in programs that were in approved fields of study. 


(2) In subsection 43.4 (4) of the Act, 


“qualified educational program” means a qualifying co-operative education program or a qualifying leading edge technology 
program. 
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Eligible educational institutions 


2. (1) The following institutions are eligible educational institutions in respect of qualifying co-operative education 
programs for the purposes of section 43.4 of the Act: 


1. A university or college of applied arts and technology in Ontario, whose enrolment is counted for the purposes of 
calculating annual operating grants entitlements from the Government of Ontario. 


2. The Michener Institute of Applied Health Sciences. 
3. The Ontario College of Art and Design. 


(2) For the purposes of section 43.4 of the Act, the institutions referred to in paragraphs | and 2 of subsection (1) and 
private career colleges registered under the Private Career Colleges Act are eligible educational institutions in respect of 
qualifying leading edge technology education programs. 


(3) For the purposes of section 43.4 of the Act, the Ministry of Training, Colleges and Universities is an eligible 
educational institution in respect of an apprenticeship program that is a qualifying leading edge technology education 
program. 


Qualifying work placement 
3. A work placement is a qualifying work placement for the purposes of section 43.4 of the Act if, 


(a) the work placement is a qualifying co-op work placement or a qualifying leading edge technology work placement; 
and 


(b) the work placement is certified as a qualifying work placement in accordance with subsection 43.4 (4) of the Act. 
Qualifying co-op work placement 
4. (1) A work placement is a qualifying co-op work placement if, 


(a) it is a work placement in which a student of an eligible educational institution in respect of qualifying co-operative 
education programs performs employment duties for a corporation under a qualifying co-operative education program 
offered by the institution; and 


(b) it satisfies the conditions set out in subsection (2). 
(2) The following are the conditions referred to in clause (1) (b): 
1. The work placement has been developed or approved by the institution as a suitable learning situation. 


2. The terms of the work placement require the student to engage in productive work during the placement, not just to 
observe the work of others. 


3. The work placement is for a period of, 


i. not less than 10 consecutive weeks, if the placement is under a qualifying co-operative education program that is 
a program referred to in subparagraph 2 i of the definition of “qualifying co-operative education program” in 
subsection | (1), or 


il. not less than eight consecutive months and not more than 16 consecutive months, if the placement is under an 
internship program described in subparagraph 2 11 of the definition of “qualifying co-operative education 
program” in subsection | (1). 


4. The student is entitled to receive remuneration for work performed during the work placement. 


5. The terms of the work placement require the corporation to supervise and evaluate the job performance of the student 
during the placement. 


6. The institution monitors the student’s progress in the work placement. 
Qualifying leading edge technology work placement 
5. (1) A work placement 1s a qualifying leading edge technology work placement if, 


(a) it is a work placement in which a student enrolled in a qualifying leading edge technology education program of an 
eligible educational institution in respect of qualifying leading edge technology education programs performs 
employment duties for a corporation; and 


(b) it satisfies the conditions set out in subsection (2). 
(2) The following are the conditions referred to in clause (1) (b): 
1. In the case of a work placement that is not under an apprenticeship program, 


i. the work placement is completed before the student’s final academic term of the program, 
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ii. the corporation gives the Minister and the institution in the manner required by the Minister a detailed job 
description of the work to be performed and the responsibilities to be assumed by the student during the work 
placement, 


ili. the majority of the job functions to be performed by the student during the work placement provide training or 
work experience that is directly related to and reinforces the learning experience of the student in the program in 
which the student is enrolled, and the institution certifies this in the manner required by the Minister, and 


iv. the student certifies in the manner required by the Minister that he or she is enrolled in the program and employed 
by the corporation. 


2. In the case of a work placement that is under an apprenticeship program, the corporation and student are participating 
in a program approved by the Director of Apprenticeship under the Apprenticeship and Certification Act, 1998 or the 
Trades Qualification and Apprenticeship Act. 


3. The terms of the work placement require the student to engage in productive work during the placement, not just to 
observe the work of others. 


4. The student is entitled to receive remuneration for work performed during the work placement and has actually 
performed the work and assumed the responsibilities required under the terms of the work placement. 


5. Subject to subsections (3) and (5) and 6 (3), the work placement is for a period of not less than 10 consecutive weeks, 
with an average of 24 hours of employment each week. 


(3) Despite subsection 9 (1), if the term of a qualifying leading edge technology work placement and the term of all 
previous qualifying leading edge technology work placements of the student that are with the same corporation, or that are 
deemed under subsection 9 (2) to be with the same corporation, exceed the number of months specified by subsection (4), 
only the portion, if any, of the work placement that brings the total time to that number of months, even if less than 10 
consecutive weeks, will be considered to be a qualifying leading edge technology work placement. 


(4) The number of months referred to in subsection (3) is, 
(a) 24 months, if, 
(i) the work placement is under an apprenticeship program, and 


(11) the work placement and all previous qualifying leading edge technology work placements that the student had or 
is deemed under subsection 9 (2) to have had with the same corporation commenced after May 4, 1999; or 


(b) 16 months, in any other case. 
(5) A qualifying leading edge technology work placement that is under an apprenticeship program ends on the earlier of, 
(a) the date on which it would otherwise end; and 


(b) the date on which the student receives the appropriate certificate under the Apprenticeship and Certification Act, 1998 
or the Trades Qualification and Apprenticeship Act. 


Exception, certain work placements ending after May 18, 2004 


6. (1) This section applies to a work placement that would otherwise be a qualifying leading edge technology work 
placement under section 5 if, 


(a) the work placement ended after May 18, 2004; 
(b) the work placement was under an apprenticeship program; and 


(c) on May 19, 2004, the student employed in the work placement was in the first 36 months of a qualifying leading edge 
technology education program. 


(2) No portion of the work placement that was after May 18, 2004 shall be a qualifying work placement. 


(3) Despite paragraph 5 of subsection 5 (2), if the initial work placement commenced after March 10, 2004, the portion of 
the work placement before May 19, 2004 shall be deemed to be a qualifying leading edge technology work placement, 
despite the number of weeks in that portion of the work placement, if the student was employed in that portion of the work 
placement for an average of at least 24 hours a week. 


Exception, certain work placements commencing after May 18, 2004 


7. (1) A work placement that would otherwise be a qualifying leading edge technology work placement under section 5 is 
not a qualifying leading edge technology work placement if, 


(a) the initial work placement of the student with the corporation commenced after May 18, 2004; and 


(b) the work placement was under an apprenticeship program. 
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(2) Subsection (1) does not apply in respect of a work placement of a student who was in an apprenticeship program on 
May 19, 2004 if the student was not in the first 36 months of a qualifying leading edge technology education program. 


Exception, certain work placements commencing after October 25, 2004 


8. A work placement that would otherwise be a qualifying leading edge technology work placement under section 5 is not 
a qualifying leading edge technology work placement if the student was first employed with the corporation after October 25, 
2004 and, 


(a) the work placement was not under an apprenticeship program; or 


(b) the work placement was under an apprenticeship program but, on May 19, 2004, the student employed in the work 
placement was not in the first 36 months of a qualifying leading edge technology education program. 


Division of work placement into consecutive work placements 
9. (1) Ifa qualifying work placement would otherwise exceed four consecutive months, the following rules apply: 


1. The work placement shall be divided into periods of four consecutive months, starting at the beginning of the 
placement, and each full period of four consecutive months shall be deemed to be a separate qualifying work 
placement. 


2. If the work placement includes a period of 10 or more consecutive weeks that is not included in a period deemed by 
paragraph | to be a separate qualifying work placement, the period of 10 or more consecutive weeks shall be deemed 
to be a separate qualifying work placement. 


3. If the work placement includes a period of less than 10 consecutive weeks that is not included in a period deemed by 
paragraph | to be a separate qualifying work placement, the period of less than 10 consecutive weeks shall be deemed 
to form part of the immediately preceding period that is deemed by paragraph | to be a separate qualifying work 
placement. 


(2) Consecutive work placements with two or more associated corporations shall be deemed to be with only one of the 
corporations, as designated by the corporations. 


Eligible expenditures 


10. (1) For the purposes of section 43.4 of the Act and subject to subsection (2), the following amounts paid or payable by 
a corporation in respect of a qualifying work placement are eligible expenditures for a taxation year: 


1. Amounts paid or payable to the student in the qualifying work placement as salary or wages that, 


i. would be considered for the purposes of Part III of Regulation 183 of the Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1990 
(General) made under the Act to be included in the amount of salary or wages paid to employees of a permanent 
establishment of the corporation in Ontario, and 


il. are required by Subdivision a of Division B of Part | of the /ncome Tax Act (Canada) to be included, when paid, 
in the income from employment of the student in respect of the qualifying work placement. 


2. Fees paid or payable to an employment agency in consideration for the provision of the services carried out by the 
student in the qualifying work placement, if the services are carried out by the student primarily at a permanent 
establishment of the corporation in Ontario. 


(2) The following amounts are not eligible expenditures for the purposes of section 43.4 of the Act: 


1. An amount paid or payable in respect of services performed after December 31, 2004 by a student who was first 
employed in a qualifying leading edge technology work placement before October 26, 2004 if, 


i. the work placement was not under an apprenticeship program, or 


ii. the work placement was under an apprenticeship program but, on May 19, 2004, the student employed in the 
work placement was not in the first 36 months of a qualifying leading edge technology education program. 
2. An amount paid or payable in respect of services performed after May 18, 2004 by a student who was in a qualifying 
leading edge technology education program on May 18, 2004 if, 


i. the work placement was under an apprenticeship program, and 


i. on May 19, 2004, the student was in the first 36 months of a qualifying leading edge technology education 
program. 

(3) The total of all eligible expenditures made by a corporation in respect of a qualifying work placement is the amount 

otherwise determined less the amount of all government assistance, if any, in respect of the eligible expenditures that, at the 


time the corporation’s return is required to be delivered under section 75 of the Act for the taxation year for which the tax 
credit is claimed, the corporation has received, is entitled to receive or may reasonably be expected to be entitled to receive. 
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(4) Despite subsection (1), an expenditure made by a corporation in respect of a work placement is not an eligible 
expenditure for the purposes of section 43.4 of the Act, 


(a) to the extent that the amount of the expenditure would not be considered to be reasonable in the circumstances by 
persons dealing with each other at arm’s length; or 


(b) if the work placement is with a person other than the corporation. 


(5) If a qualifying work placement is deemed by subsection 9 (2) to be a work placement with only one of two or more 
corporations, 


(a) the corporation designated under that subsection shall be deemed to have paid all amounts referred to in paragraphs 1 
and 2 of subsection (1) that were paid or payable by the corporations, and those amounts shall be deemed not to have 
been paid or payable by the other corporations; and 


(b) the corporation designated under that subsection shall be deemed to have received or be entitled to receive all 
government assistance in respect of the work placement that any of the other corporations has received, is entitled to 
receive or may reasonably be expected to be entitled to receive, and the other corporations shall be deemed not to have 
received or be entitled to receive that government assistance. 


(6) The amount of salaries and wages deemed to have been paid by a corporation in a previous taxation year for the 
purposes of subsection 43.4 (3.1) of the Act is the amount that would otherwise be determined for that year if, 


(a) the rules set out in subsection 87 (1.2) of the Jncome Tax Act (Canada) and subsection 87 (1.4) of that Act applied; and 


(b) no amount is included in respect of salaries and wages paid by any partnership of which the corporation was a 
member. 


(7) In this section, 


“government assistance” means assistance from a government, municipality or other public authority in any form, including a 
grant, subsidy, forgivable loan, deduction from tax or investment allowance, but not including the following: 


1. An Ontario innovation tax credit under section 43.3 of the Act. 

A co-operative education tax credit under section 43.4 of the Act. 

An Ontario film and television tax credit under section 43.5 of the Act. 

A Canadian film or video production tax credit under section 125.4 of the Income Tax Act (Canada). 
An investment tax credit under section 127 of the Income Tax Act (Canada). 


An Ontario book publishing tax credit under section 43.7 of the Act.

FUNDING FOR THERAPY AND COUNSELLING 

Definition 


1. In this Regulation, 
“member” includes a former member. 
Alternative requirements, etc. 


2. (1) The alternative requirements that must be satisfied in order for a person to be eligible for funding under clause 85.7 
(4) (b) of the Health Professions Procedural Code are prescribed in this section. 


(2) A person is eligible for funding for therapy or counselling if, 


(a) there is an admission made by a member in a statement to the College or in an agreement with the College that he or 
she sexually abused the person while the person was a patient of the member; 


(b) a member has been convicted under the Criminal Code (Canada) of sexually assaulting the person while the person 
was a patient of the member and the facts supporting the sexual assault constitute sexual abuse within the meaning of 
the Health Professions Procedural Code; 


(c) there is a statement, contained in the written reasons of a committee of the College given after a hearing, that the 
person, while a patient, was sexually abused by a member; or 


(d) there is sufficient evidence presented to the Patient Relations Committee to support a reasonable belief that the person, 


while a patient, was sexually abused by a member. 


— 
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(3) Without limiting the generality of clause (2) (d), the following are examples of the kinds of evidence that may support 
a reasonable belief that a person, while a patient, was sexually abused by a member: 


|. Evidence that a notice of hearing was issued by the College containing allegations that the person, while a patient, was 
sexually abused by a member who died before a hearing was held. 


2. Evidence of reports made with respect to the member under subsection 85.1 (1) or 85.2 (1) of the Health Professions 
Procedural Code. 


3. Evidence that corroborates the person’s allegations of sexual abuse. 
(4) A person is not eligible under subsection (2) unless the evidence indicates that the sexual abuse occurred in Ontario. 
(5) A person is eligible for funding for therapy or counselling under subsection (2) only if, 


(a) the person submits an application for funding to the Patient Relations Committee in the form provided by the College 
and, in the application, the person names the member who is alleged to have sexually abused the patient, provides the 
location where it 1s alleged that the sexual abuse took place and the date on which it is alleged the sexual abuse took 
place; 


(b) the person submits to the Patient Relations Committee along with the application, 


(1) a written undertaking signed by the person to keep confidential all information obtained through the application 
for funding process, including the fact that funding has been granted and the reasons given by the Committee for 
granting the funding, and 


(ii) a written undertaking signed by the person to refrain from using any of the information referred to in subclause (1) 
for any collateral or ulterior purpose; and 


(c) the person provides any other information as required by the Patient Relations Committee. 


(6) A decision by the Patient Relations Committee that a person is eligible for funding for therapy or counselling does not 


constitute a finding against the member and shall not be considered by any other committee of the College dealing with the 
member. 


Pre Regulated Health Professions Act, 1991 abuse 


3. A person who is otherwise eligible for funding for therapy or counselling under section 2 is not eligible for funding if 
the therapy or counselling for which funding is requested relates to sexual abuse by a member that occurred before December 
31, 1993 and if, in the opinion of the Patient Relations Committee, the granting of funding would not be just and equitable 
having regard to the following: 

1. Whether the need for therapy or counselling results directly or indirectly from the alleged sexual abuse. 
2. The availability of other sources of funding. 


3. The College’s resources.

PART III

DEFINITIONS 
11. In this Part,

(a) a minimum of a baccalaureate degree in a physiotherapy education program at a Canadian university approved by a 
body or bodies designated by the Council, or by the Council itself, 


(b) an academic qualification from outside Canada that is considered by a body or bodies designated by the Council, or by 
the Council itself, to be substantially similar to the qualification in clause (a); 


“examination” means an examination set or approved by the Council. 


GENERAL 
12. The following are prescribed as classes of certificates of registration: 
. Independent practice. 
. Provisional practice. 


. Academic practice.

. Teaching practice. 


5. Inactive status. 


13. A person may apply for the issue of a certificate of registration by submitting to the College a completed application 
for the class of certificate for which application is made together with any applicable fees. 


14. A certificate of registration shall not be dated earlier than the day it was issued. 
15. A member shall not hold more than one certificate of registration. 


16. (1) It is a non-exemptible registration requirement for all classes of certificates of registration that the applicant’s past 
and present conduct affords reasonable grounds for belief that he or she, 

(a) is mentally competent to practise physiotherapy; 

(b) will practise physiotherapy with decency, integrity and honesty and in accordance with the law; and 

(c) can communicate effectively with, and will display an appropriate attitude towards, patients and colleagues. 


(2) The following are the standards and qualifications for a certificate of registration of any class except a certificate of 
registration authorizing teaching practice: 


1. The applicant must have Canadian citizenship, permanent resident status or an authorization under the /mmigration 
and Refugee Protection Act (Canada) consistent with the class of certificate for which application is made. 
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2. The applicant must be able to speak and write either French or English with reasonable fluency. 


(3) It is a term, condition and limitation of a certificate of registration of any class that the certificate terminates when the 
holder no longer has Canadian citizenship, permanent resident status or an authorization under the /mmigration and Refugee 
Protection Act (Canada) consistent with the class of certificate. 


(4) Holders of an independent or academic practice certificate of registration are required to successfully complete the 
College Jurisprudence Program within six months of initial registration, reinstatement of registration, or March 6, 2006, 
whichever is later, and thereafter once every five-year cycle of the Program as scheduled by the Registrar. 


(5) For the purpose of subsection (4), the College Jurisprudence Program includes an assessment of the holder’s 
knowledge of and ability to apply jurisprudence concepts relevant to the practice of physiotherapy in Ontario. 


17. It is a non-exemptible registration requirement for certificates of registration of independent practice, provisional 
practice and academic practice that the applicant demonstrates that he or she holds professional lability insurance in 
accordance with the College by-laws. 


18. Despite any other provision in this Regulation, an applicant who by commission or omission makes a false or 
misleading representation or declaration on or in connection with an application shall be deemed not to have, and not to have 
had, the qualifications for a certificate of any class. 


INDEPENDENT PRACTICE 


19. (1) The following are the standards and qualifications for a certificate of registration authorizing independent practice: 
1. The applicant must have received a degree in physiotherapy. 
2. The applicant must have successfully completed the examination. 


(2) An applicant for a certificate of registration authorizing independent practice who was, on December 31, 1993, 
qualified as a physiotherapist under a statute in a Canadian jurisdiction outside Ontario and is included on a permanent 
register in that jurisdiction is exempted from the standards and qualifications under subsection (1). 


(3) An applicant for a certificate of registration authorizing independent practice who was, on December 30, 1993, 
qualified as a physiotherapist in Ontario under the Drugless Practitioners Act is exempted from the standards and 
qualifications under subsection (1). 


(4) An applicant for a certificate of registration authorizing independent practice shall satisfy the Registrar that he or she 
has practised physiotherapy for at least 1,200 hours in the five years immediately preceding the application if the applicant, 


(a) is not exempted from the standards and qualifications under subsection (1) and has not successfully completed the 
examination within the five years immediately preceding the application; or 


(b) is exempted from the standards and qualifications under subsection (1). 
20. (1) In this section, 


“applicant” means a person who holds an unrestricted practice certificate in a Canadian jurisdiction outside Ontario that the 
Council determines to have standards and qualifications substantially similar to those in Ontario and who does not qualify 
for a certificate of registration authorizing independent practice under section 19; 


“unrestricted practice certificate” means a licence or certificate of registration without any individual terms, conditions or 
limitations that is substantially similar to an Ontario certificate of registration authorizing independent practice. 


(2) The following are the standards and qualifications for a certificate of registration authorizing independent practice for 
an applicant under this section: 


1. The applicant must have received a degree in physiotherapy. 


2. At the date of application, the applicant must have practiced physiotherapy for at least 1,200 hours in the previous five 
years, or practiced physiotherapy within the previous three years in a Canadian jurisdiction that has a continuing 
competency program that the Council has determined is substantially similar to that used by the College. 


(3) For the purpose of paragraph 2 of subsection (2), a continuing competency program in a Canadian jurisdiction outside 
of Ontario is substantially similar to that used by the College where it includes both a competency assessment component and 
a component that assists registrants with identified deficiencies to meet practice standards. 


(4) An applicant under this section must satisfy one of the following: 
1. Successful completion of the examination. 


2. Demonstrate integration of practice competency through completion of a minimum of 3,200 hours of clinical 
physiotherapy practice in Canada within a 24 to 36 month period. 
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3. Bea graduate from a Canadian physiotherapy degree program in a jurisdiction where the statutory framework provides 
terms and conditions of cooperation between the physiotherapy regulator and the authorities of the university programs 
in the jurisdiction, and demonstrate integration of practice competency through clinical physiotherapy practice in the 
jurisdiction where the physiotherapy degree program is located in the two years immediately preceding the application. 


(5) An applicant under this section who submits an application on or before December 31, 2008, and satisfies all the 
requirements for registration in this section except for paragraph 2 of subsection (2) shall be granted a certificate of 
registration authorizing independent practice if he or she has accumulated between one and 1,199 practice hours in the five 
years immediately preceding the application. 


21. (1) It is a term, condition and limitation of a certificate of registration authorizing independent practice that, five years 
after the date of its issue, and every year after that, the holder satisfy the Registrar that he or she, 


(a) has practised physiotherapy for at least 1,200 hours in the preceding five years; 
(b) has successfully completed the College Review Program within the previous 12 months at the holder’s expense; or 
(c) has successfully completed the examination within the previous 12 months. 


(2) For the purpose of clause (1) (b), the College Review Program shall consist of an assessment of the holder’s current 
knowledge, skill, judgment and performance and may include an individualized upgrading program based upon the results of 
the assessment or a reassessment upon the completion of the program. 


(3) If a holder of a certificate of registration authorizing independent practice fails to satisfy the condition in subsection 
(1), his or her certificate of registration is suspended until the condition is satisfied except if the holder concludes a written 
agreement approved by the Registrar. 


(4) If a holder of a certificate of registration authorizing independent practice ceases to hold professional liability 
insurance in accordance with the College by-laws, his or her certificate of registration is deemed to be suspended until the 
Registrar is satisfied that he or she has acquired the professional liability insurance. 


22. A person who, on December 31, 1993, was registered as a physiotherapist in Ontario under the predecessor of the Act 
is deemed to be the holder of a certificate of registration authorizing independent practice. 
PROVISIONAL PRACTICE 
23. (1) The following are the standards and qualifications for a certificate of registration authorizing provisional practice: 
1. The applicant must have received a degree in physiotherapy. 
2. The applicant must have successfully completed the written component of the examination. 


3. The applicant must have registered to take the practical component of the examination at the next available 
opportunity after the application. 


(2) The following are the terms, conditions and limitations of a certificate of registration authorizing provisional practice: 


1. The holder may practise physiotherapy only under the terms of a written agreement with a member holding a 
certificate of registration authorizing independent practice who monitors him or her in accordance with the written 
agreement. For the purposes of this paragraph, both the written agreement and the member must be approved by the 
Registrar. 


2. The holder shall hold himself or herself out only as a physiotherapy resident. 


3. If the member in paragraph 1 is unable to maintain the terms of the agreement due to resignation, illness or other 
circumstances, the provisional practice certificate of the holder is suspended until a new written agreement with the 
same or different member is approved by the Registrar. 


4. The certificate expires on the earlier of the date that the holder receives notification that he or she has failed the 
practical component of the examination or 12 weeks after the date that the holder is registered to take the practical 
component of the examination. 


(3) Ifa holder of a certificate of registration authorizing provisional practice ceases to hold professional liability insurance 
in accordance with the College by-laws, his or her certificate of registration is deemed to be suspended until the Registrar is 
satisfied that he or she has acquired the professional liability insurance. 


(4) A person who has failed the practical component of the examination is not entitled to apply for a certificate of 
registration authorizing provisional practice. 


(5) A person who previously obtained a certificate of registration authorizing provisional practice is not entitled to apply 
for another one unless the person did not fail the practical component of the examination but was unable to complete it 
successfully because of illness or some other reason beyond the control of the person. 
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(6) A person who previously obtained what was formerly known as a certificate of registration authorizing supervised 
practice is not entitled to apply for a certificate of registration authorizing provisional practice unless the person did not fail 
the practical component of the examination but was unable to complete it successfully because of illness or some other 
reason beyond the control of the person. 


(7) If the Registrar receives concerns relating to the member’s knowledge, skills or judgement in the practice of 
physiotherapy during the period that the member held a certificate of registration authorizing provisional practice, the 
Registrar may refer the member to the Quality Management Committee. 

ACADEMIC PRACTICE 
24. (1) The following are the standards and qualifications for a certificate of registration authorizing academic practice: 
1. The applicant must have received a degree in physiotherapy. 


2. The applicant must have an appointment to the academic staff of a university in Ontario in a program of physiotherapy 
or physical therapy. 


(2) The following are the terms, conditions and limitations of a certificate of registration authorizing academic practice: 


1. The holder may practise physiotherapy only in the department in which he or she holds the professorial appointment 
and to the extent required by the teaching, research and service requirements of that appointment. 


2. The certificate terminates when the holder no longer holds an appointment in accordance with paragraph 2 of 
subsection (1). 


(3) Ifa holder of a certificate of registration authorizing academic practice ceases to hold professional liability insurance in 
accordance with the College by-laws, his or her certificate of registration is deemed to be suspended until the Registrar is 
satisfied that he or she has acquired the professional liability insurance. 

TEACHING PRACTICE 
25. (1) The following are the standards and qualifications for a certificate of registration authorizing teaching practice: 
1. The applicant must have received a degree in physiotherapy. 
2. The applicant is qualified to practise as a physiotherapist in a jurisdiction outside Ontario. 


3. The applicant holds an appointment to teach a brief continuing education program in physiotherapy primarily for the 
benefit of members holding a certificate of registration authorizing independent practice. 


4. A member holding a certificate of registration authorizing independent practice has given an undertaking to supervise 
the applicant and be responsible for ensuring the provision of appropriate care for patients attended by the applicant in 
Ontario. 


(2) It is a term, condition and limitation of a certificate of registration authorizing teaching practice that the holder practise 
physiotherapy only to the extent required for the purposes of the brief continuing education program taught by the holder and 
under the supervision of the member who gave the undertaking in paragraph 4 of subsection (1). 


(3) A certificate of registration authorizing teaching practice expires at the earliest of the following: 
1. At the end of the continuing education program. 
2. The day the holder leaves Ontario. 


3. Ten days after the certificate is issued. 


INACTIVE STATUS 
26. (1) The following are the standards and qualifications for an inactive certificate of registration: 
1. The applicant must hold a certificate of registration authorizing independent practice. 


2. The applicant is not currently engaged, in Ontario, in employment or other activities related to his or her credentials or 
experience in physiotherapy including but not limited to clinical practice, health care consultation, health 
administration, academic endeavours (such as teaching and research) and sales of health goods or services. 


3. The applicant is not in default of any obligation to the College. 
(2) The following are the terms, conditions and limitations of an inactive certificate of registration: 


1. The holder shall not engage, in Ontario, in employment or other activities related to his or her credentials or 
experience in physiotherapy including clinical practice, health care consultation, health administration, academic 
endeavours (such as teaching or research) and sales of health goods or services. 
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2. The holder may use only the titles “physiotherapist inactive” or “physical therapist inactive”. 


(3) The holder of an inactive certificate of registration may, upon application, be issued a certificate of registration 
authorizing independent practice if he or she fulfils the following requirements: 


1. The holder submits a completed application in the form provided by the Registrar. 

2. The holder pays the membership fee for a certificate of registration authorizing independent practice. 
3. The holder is not in default of any obligation to the College. 
4. 


The holder has met the terms, conditions and limitations set out in subsection 21 (1).

(a) if they are employed in a class of position that falls within the Management Compensation Plan; and 


(b) if, when they are working in the circumstances described in subsection (4), (5) or (6), they are engaged in supervising 
any member of the correctional bargaining unit who is entitled to a shift premium under a collective agreement that 
applies exclusively with respect to that bargaining unit. 


(4) An employee is entitled to be paid a management responsibility supplement of $1 per hour, instead of the shift 
premium described in subsection 10.19 (5), 


(a) for the time that he or she works between 5 p.m. and midnight; or 


(b) if more than half of the time he or she works on a shift falls between 5 p.m. and midnight, for the time that he or she 
works on the shift. 


(5) An employee is entitled to be paid a management responsibility supplement of $1.50 per hour, instead of the shift 
premium described in subsection 10.19 (6), 


(a) for the time that he or she works between midnight and 7 a.m.; or 


(b) if more than half of the time that he or she works on a shift falls between midnight and 7 a.m., for the time that he or 
she works on the shift. 


(6) An employee is entitled to be paid a management responsibility supplement of $3.50 per hour for all hours that begin 
at or after 7 p.m. on a Friday and end at or before 7 a.m. on a Monday. This management responsibility supplement is 
payable in addition to any management responsibility supplement payable under subsection (4) or (5). 


(7) Employees are entitled to be paid a management responsibility supplement at the rate specified under subsection (6) 
for work performed on and after June 24, 2005. 


(8) Employees who are paid a management responsibility supplement for work performed on or after June 24, 2005 are 
not entitled to be paid a special shift premium under subsection (6) as it read immediately before it was remade by this 
Regulation, but if an employee has been paid a special shift premium, the employee is entitled to be paid the difference, if 
any, between the special shift premium and management responsibility supplement.

(7) If one or more defendants have filed a defence, a plaintiff requiring an assessment of damages against a defendant 
noted in default shall proceed to a settlement conference under rule 13 and, if necessary, a trial in accordance with rule 17. 


Default Judgment, Defendant’s Claim 


11.04 If a party against whom a defendant’s claim is made has been noted in default, judgment may be obtained against 
the party only at trial or on motion. 


Consequences of Noting in Default 


11.05 (1) A defendant who has been noted in default shall not file a defence or take any other step in the proceeding, 
except making a motion under rule 11.06, without leave of the court or the plaintiff's consent.

2. Despite paragraph 1, if a step in the action is taken on or after July 1, 2006, the timetable set out in subrules (1) and (2) 
shall apply as if the action started on the date on which the step was taken. 


Same 


(4) If an action was commenced before July 1, 2006 and no step is taken in the action on or after that date, the clerk may 
make an order dismissing it as abandoned if, 


(a) where an action is undefended, more than two years have passed since the date the claim was issued and the conditions 
set out in paragraphs 2, 3 and 4 of subrule (1) are satisfied; or 


(b) more than two years have passed since the date the first defence was filed and the conditions set out in paragraphs 2, 3 
and 4 of subrule (2) are satisfied. 


Exception Where Terms of Settlement Signed 
(5) Subrules (1), (2) and (4) do not apply if terms of settlkement (Form 14D) signed by all parties have been filed. 
Exception Where Admission of Liability 


(6) Subrule (2) and clause (4) (b) do not apply if the defence contains an admission of liability for the plaintiff's claim and 
a proposal of terms of payment under subrule 9.03 (1). 


Service of Orders 


(7) The clerk shall serve a copy of an order made under subrule (1) or clause (4) (a) on the plaintiff and a copy of an order 
made under subrule (2) or clause (4) (b) on all parties to the action. 
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RULE 11.2 REQUEST FOR CLERK’S ORDER ON CONSENT 
Consent Order 


11.2.01 (1) The clerk shall, on the filing of a request for clerk’s order (Form 11.2A), make an order granting the relief 
sought, including costs, if the following conditions are satisfied: 


1. The relief sought is, 
i. amending a claim or defence, 
ii. adding, deleting or substituting a party, 


iil. setting aside the noting in default or default judgment against a party and any specified step to enforce the 
judgment that has not yet been completed, 


iv. restoring a matter that was dismissed under rule 11.1 to the list, 
v. noting that payment has been made in full satisfaction of a judgment or terms of settlement, or 
vi. dismissing an action. 


2. The consent for clerk’s order (Form 11.2B) signed by all parties (including any party to be added, deleted or 
substituted) is filed.

Service of order

requests it and provides a stamped, self-addressed envelope. 


Same, Refusal to Make Order 


(3) Where the clerk refuses to make an order, the clerk shall serve a copy of the request for clerk’s order (Form 11.2A), 
with reasons for the refusal, on all the parties. 


Notice of Setting Aside of Enforcement Step
